TONS OF DEAD FISH 
WITH THROATS CUT 
WASHED ON BEACH 


WOODMERE, N. Y., Aug. 30 
(AP)—Tons of dead fish, nearly 
all of them with jagged throat 
wounds, were washed up today 
along a three-mile stretch of 
bathing beach on Long Island’s 
south shore. : 

The fish, non-edible moss bunk- 
ers ranging in size up to one and 
one-half pounds, floated ashore by 
the thousands from Long Beach 
to the tip of Silver Point Beach. 
Huge flocks of seagulls massed 
miles offshore indicated that 
thousands of fish were on the way 


n. 

Lifeguards and other bathing 
resort personnel theorized that an 
ocean-going trawler may have 
been forced to dump its catch be- 
cause of a failure in its refrigera- 
tion machinery or some other 
emergency. 

They based their belief on the 
slashed throats—an initial step in 


processing fish aboard fishing 


vessels. The moss bunker is val- 
uable for its oil and its use in 
the manufacture of fertilizer. 

Atlantic beach bathing and 
yacht club attendants were bury- 
ing the carcasses as each new 
wave brought in more. Disposal 
efforts were aided by residents of 
the area who collected the fish 
for use as fertilizer in their gar- 
dens. 

Woodmere police said the smell 
in the area was “tremendous.” 

Earlier it was thought the fish 
pogsibly were killed by the same 
red ,worm-like organism that poi- 
soned millions of others off the 
Florida coast recently. 


GERMAN AIR RAID SHELTER 
WITHSTANDS BRITISH BLASTING 


Children Jeer as 50,000 Pounds of 
Explosives Fail to Do 
the Job. 

BERLIN, Aug. 30 (AP)—British 
technicians set off 50,000 pounds 
of explosives today in an effort to 
flatten the Tiergarten air raid 
shelter, which held up to 30,000 
Germans when the United: States 
and British air forces were blast- 
ing Berlin. 

The big bang succeeded only in 
tearing the steel shutters from the 
windows. The 12-foot walls of the 
steel and concrete structure, 150 
feet high, remained intact.

FIFTY REPORTED 
KILLED IN FIRE IN 
FRENCH MOVIE 


Police Take 38 Bodies 
From Runis in Paris 
Suburb—Blaze Started 
by Short Circuit. 


PARIS, Sunday, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
More than 50 persons were be- 
lieved burned to death and ap- 
proximately 200 injured when a 
motion picture theater in the 
Paris suburb of Reuil was de- 
stroyed by fire last night. Shortly 
after midnight, police had taken 
38 bodies from the fire-blackened 
wreckage of the Select Theater 
and they said they expected to 
find 15 or 20 more. One Paris 
newspaper estimated that the 
death toll would reach 100. 


A short circuit in the wiring 
of the second balcony of the 
movie house started the fire, po- 
lice said. Balcony supports col- 
lapsed and members of the audi. 
ence seated there were pitched 
on to those below. 

There were about 600 persons 
in the theater when the fire broke 
out. A witness said both balcon- 
ies collapsed, the second falling 
on the first and the two plumet- 


ting to the orchestra floor.

It 
then developed that the FBI had 
taken Reed into custody. He was 
brought before the jury and 
the indictment naming him and 
McKissick was voted at once, 
Maximum punishment, on convic- 
tion, is five years’ imprisonment.

Russians Assail Plan to 
Boost Level of Industry 
in West — Clay, State 
Department Now Ap- 
pear United on Policy.

BERLIN, Aug. 30 (AP)—The 
British-American announcement 
of a new level of industry for 
their two zones appeared today to 
have driven the last nail in the 
coffin of the so-called Morgenthau 
“hard peace” policy for Ge Hany. 

For the first time in months, 
the United States Military Gov- 
ernment and the State Depart- 
ment appeared united on a policy 
for Germany. 


This p came into sharp 
conflict todav with the views ofa 
fellow occupier, Marshal Vassily 
Sokolovs):, Soviet commander of 
the Russian zone, who declared it 
was a “dismembering of Ger- 
many” and a “rupturing” of the 
Potsdam agreement of 1945. 

Sokolovsky’s five-minute state- 
ment, read at a meeting of the 
Allied Control Council, brought 
from Gen. Lucius D. Clay, the 
American member, the measured 
retort that his efforts had been 
devoted for two years to bringing 
about the economic unification ‘of 
Germany and the ending of eco- 
nomic chaos and that the invita- 
tion to the other powers to join 
the British-American merger was 
still open. 

Full-Scale Attack. 

The Sokolovsky statement set 
off a full-scale attack in the So- 
viet-oriented press, which declared 
the United States and Britain 
were trying to split Germany into 
east and west camps and deliver 
the Ruhr into the hands of 
“western capitalists.” 

The Nacht Express said the An- 
gio-American plans looked “dan- 
gerously like the isolation of the 
most important industrial center 
of Germany.” 

Berliner Zeitung said the plan 
meant “American capitalists will 
take over the management” of the. 


A Moscow radio commentator 
ald the plan would turn “western 
Germany into a protectorate of 
the United States.” 

This was the Russian reaction 
to the plan announced yesterday, 
the essence of which is to restore 
German living standards to about 
75 per cent of 1936, make the 
western part of the country self- 
sufficient despite the fact it has 
lost its “bread basket“ in the 
Soviet-occupied east, and enable 
the German industrial potential 
to contribute to the recovery of 
Europe. b 

This aim is a long way from 
the pastoral Germany envisaged 
by former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Henry Morgenthau and half- 
way envisaged in the Big Three 


The new policy may be a bitter 
pill for the hard peace advocates 
and some Frenchmen, who are 
thereby given notice that the 
United States has arrived at a 
policy which considers an eco- 
nomically sound Germany essen- 
tial to the Marshall plan for 
European recovery. 

For some time, Gen. Clay has 
been seeking to rebuild Germany 
industrially to relieve the Ameri- 
can taxpayer of heavy occupation 


costs. 

At times it appeared the State 
Department was riding a different 
horse, fearing Clay's German pol- 
icy would result in a Communist 
seizure of power in France by 
raising the spectre of a resurgent 
Germany. 

These divergent views of a dif- 
ficult problem reached a climax 
about six weeks ago, a few hours 
before the American and British 
occupation commanders had sched- 
uled an announcement of a new 
level of industry for Germany. 
Orders came from Washington and 
London to postpone the announce- 
ment. 

The reason for the postpone- 
ment was a French protest. Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Ernést Bevin 
was reported taking a serious 
view of the Communist threat in 
France. United States Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall agreed 


' 

The postponement was a severe 
blow to Clay and his Military Gov- 
ernment adherents who had 
worked on the plan for many 
months. They felt that unless 
positive steps were taken to put 
Germany back on its feet quickly 
it would sink below all hope of 
recovery. 

But Secretary of War Kenneth 
Royall visited Germany. Accord- 
ing to reports reaching here, he 
carried these views back to Wash- 
ington in decisive language.

ence for Maintenance of Con- 
tinental Peace and Security—in- 
spired by a desire of consoli- 
dating and strengthening their 
relations of friendship and good 
neighborliness and considering: 

The Resolution Eight of the 
Inter-American Conference on 
Problems of War and Peace 
which met in Mexico City — 
recommended the conclusion of a 
treaty to prevent and repel 
threats and acts of aggression 
against any of the countries of 
America; : 

That the high contracting par- 
ties reiterate their. will to remain 
united in the inter-American sys- 
tem consistent with the purposes 
and principles of the United 
Nations and reaffirm the exist- 
ence of an agreement which they 
have concluded concerning those 
matters relating to the mainten- 
ance of international peace and 
security which are appropriate 
for regional action; 

That the high contracting par- 
ties reaffirm their adherence to 
the principles of inter-American 
solidarity and co-operation and 
especially to those set forth in 
the preamble and declarations of 
the Act of Chapultepec, all of 
which should be understood to be 
accepted as standards of their 
mutual relations and as the jurid- 
ical basis of the inter-American 
system; ‘ 

That the American states pro- 
pose in order to improve proce- 
dures for pacific settlement of 
their controversies to conclude a 
treaty concerning the inter- 
American peace system” envisaged 
in Resolution 39 of the Inter- 
American Conference on the Prob- 
lems of War and Peace; 

That the obligation of mutual 
assistance and common defense of 
the American republics is essen- 
tially related to their democratic 
ideals and to their will to co- 
operate permanently in the ful- 
fillment of the principles and pur- 
poses of a policy of peace; 

That the American regional 
community. affirms as manifest 
truth that juridical organization 
is a necessary prerequisite of se- 
curity and peace, is founded on 
justice and moral order and con- 
sequently on international recog- 
nition and protection of human 
rights and freedo on indispens- 
able well-being of the people and 
on effectiveness of democr for 
the international realization of 
justice and security; 


In conformity with the objec- 
tives stated above and in order to

ARTICLE 1. The high contract- 
ing parties formally condemn war 
and undertake in their interna- 
tional relations not to resort to 
the threat or the use of force in 
any manner inconsistent with the 
provisions of the Charter of the 
United Nations or of this treaty. 

ARTICLE II, As a consequence 
of the principle set forth in the 
preceding article, the high con- 
tracting parties undertake to sub- 
mit every controversy which may 
arise between them to methods of 
peaceful settlement and to en- 
deavor to settle such controversies 
among themselves by means: of 
the precedures in force in the 
inter-American system before re- 
ferring them to the General As- 
sembly or the Security Council 
of the United Nations. 

ARTICLE III—1. The high con- 
tracting parties agree that an 
armed attack by any state against 
an American state shall be con- 
sidered as an attack against all 
the American states and, conse- 
quently, each one of the said con- 
tracting parties undertakes to as- 
sist in meeting the attack in the 
exercise of the inherent right of 
individual or collective self de- 
fense recognized by Article 51 of 
the Charter of the United Na- 

ons. 

2. On the request of the state 
or states directly attacked and 
until the decision of the organ of 
consultation of the inter-American 
system, each one of the contract- 
ing parties may determine the im- 
mediate measures which it may 
individually adopt in fulfillment of 
the obligation contained in the 
preceding paragraph and in ac- 
cordance with the principle of 
continental solidarity. The organ 
of consultation shall meet without 
delay for the purpose of examin- 
ing those measures and agreeing 
upon the measures of a collective 
character that should be adopted.

In the case of 
a conflict between two or more 
American states, without preju- 
dice to the right of self defense 
in conformity with Article 51 of 
the Charter of the United Nations, 
the high contracting parties, meet- 
ing in consultation, shall call upon 
the contending states to suspend 
hostilities and restore matters to 
the status quo ante bellum, and 
shall take in addition all other 
necessary measures to re-establish 
or maintain inter-American peace 
and security and for the solution 
of the conflict by peaceful means. 
The rejection of the pacifying ac- 
tion will be considered in the de- 
termination of the aggressor and 
in the application of the measures 
which the consultative meeting 
may agree upon. 

ARTICLE VIII. For the pur- 

poses of this treaty, the measures 
on which theeweorgan of consulta- 
tion may agree will comprise one 
or more of the following: Recall 
of chiefs of diplomatic missions, 
breaking of diplomatic relations, 
breaking of consular relations, 
complete or partial interruption 
of economic relations or of rail, 
sea, air, postal, telegraphic, tele- 
phonic and radio telephone or 
radiotelephonic communications, 
and the use of armed force. 
' ARTICLE IX. In addition to 
other acts which the organ of 
consultation may characterize as 
aggression, the following shall be 
considered as such: 

A.—Unprovoked armed attack by 
a state against the territory, the 
people or the land, sea or air 
forces of another state; 

B,—Invasion by the armed forces

DISFRANGHISED 
VOTERS RESTORED 
TO HUNGARY ROLLS 


Action by Red-Dominat- 
ed Government Follows 
Strong Protests by U.S.

BUDAPEST, Aug. 30 (UP)—The 
Communist-dominated Hungarian 
Government announced today it 
had restored the ballot to 113,906 
disfranchised voters for tomor- 
row’s hotly contested election, giv- 
ing an official polling list of 5,407,- 
893 voters who will select 380 rep- 
resentatives in a new single-house 
Parliament, 

Premier Lajos Dinnyes an- 
nounced the reinstatement at a 
press conference, saying they were 
granted on appeal of the voters 
themselves. He did not mention 
the strong United States and Brit- 
ish protests against the wholesale 
disenfranchisements, estimatea at 
1,000,000 in some quarters. 

At the same time it was an- 
nounced that foreign correspond- 
ents would be permitted to act as 
unofficial observers in the voting. 
Foreign Office spokesman Ivan 
Boliszar said the corerspondents 
would be given credentials from 
the Ministry of the Interior ena- 
bling them to visit polling places 
anywhere in Hungery. 

News of Russian ratification of 
he satellite peace treaties, includ- 
ng the Hungarian treaty, reached 
Budpest today and brought imme- 
diate speculation that anti-Com- 
munist forces, limited on the bal- 
lot to six parties, might profit from 
the Soviet action. 

“Some people think the Com- 
munists will gain prestige and 
votes (because of the ratification), 
but others think the anti-Commu- 
nists will be bolder and conclude 
‘the Russians are leaving so we 
can vote the Communists out’,” 
said a Government official. 

Even though the treaty provides 
for Russian troops to leave with- 
in 90 days after ratification, Rus- 
sia will be permitted to keep some 
troops in Hungary and Romania 
to guard lines of communication 
to Austria. 

The official said the ratification 
meant Russia was “giving up the 
blackmail weapon in three 
months” and that it was a “politi- 
cal gesture indicating Russia is 
not anxious for war.” 

The four-party coalition govern- 
ment, in which the Communists 
rank, second to thc weakened 
Smallholders party, are expected 
to win a majority of seats in the 
parliamentary voting. Other Gov- 
ernment parties are the Social 
Democratic and Peasant parties.

Peace Pacts Unexpectedly Approved by Rus- 
sia After U.S. Announced Intention 
to Keep Forces There.

LONDON, Aug. 30—Why has 
Russia unexpectedly ratified the 
peace treaties with Italy, Ro- 
mania, Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Finland? 

Old hands on the European po- 
litical front believe it is because: 

1. Russia wants to get Ameri- 
can troops out of Italy as the 
first step in attempted further 
Communist expansion. 

2. Russia has the political and 
strategical situation so well un- 
der control in other countries 
that it has nothing to lose by 
restoring their “independence.” 

About 10 days ago the United 

States unexpectedly announced 
that it would not pull its 20,000 
troops out of Italy, as planned, 
but would spend another winter 
there. 

Last night Russia announced it 
had ratified the peace treaties 
with Italy and the other ex- 
enemy states, 

There would appear to be more 
than mere coincidence in those 
two announcements, 

Evacuation in 90 Days. 

Once Italy formally ratifies the 
Italian treaty—the Constituent As- 
sembly has authorized the Gov- 
ernment to take final action—afd 
the instruments of all the ratifica- 
tions deposited in Paris and Mos- 
cow, American troops by terms of 
the treaty must pull out within 
90 days. British troops in Italy 
must pull out too, but they were 
going to leave anyway to save ex- 
penses for the crisis-goaded home 
islands, gee 

Russia has no troops in Italy, 
but there is the powerful and obe- 
dient army of Yugoslavs next door 
in Communist-run Yugoslavia. 
The American troops not only will 
pull out of Italy, but eventually 
will leave the Morgan line at 
Trieste, which becomes a free 
state, 

Under the Italian treaty, the 
United Nations Security Council 
is empowered to appoint a gover- 
nor. Until he is named and for 
90 days thereafter, the United 
States, Britain and Yugoslavia are 
authorized to. keep 5000 troops 
each in their respective zones. 

Italian nationals will replace 
Americans in this disputed area 
of northeast Italy as guards on

cans pull out, the anti-Communist 
Italians are afraid of what the 
ambitious Yugoslavs, encouraged 
by the Russians, might attempt 
over this international zone.

Anti-Communist Italians are 
worried further over what may 
happen in Italy itself—where Com- 
munists are very strong and con- 
trol the trade unions—once the 
moral and physical balance whee! 
of the American troops is re- 
moved, 

In the rest of the countries con- 
cerned, Russia's action will re- 
store them to independence tech- 
nically, but they still will remain 
under the Soviet thumb. 

In Finland there are no Rus 
sian occupying troops in the strict 
legal sense, but the Russians have 
Finland neatly under control 
through their long lease hold on 
Porkkala, a Finnish port 10 min- 
utes from Helsinki. Soviet troops 
will continue to stay in Porkkala, 
while Finland’s secret police re- 
main under Russia's control since 
its head is Communist. 

Influence in Balkans. 

In Bulgaria and Romania, the 
opposition has been squelched and 
minority Communist dictatorships 
seem securely in the saddle. In 
Hungary the opposition Smallhold- 
ers’ party, which won a clear ma- 
jority at a free election after the 
war, has been reduced to im 
tence by Hungarian Communists 
with Russian encouragement and 
collaboration. In Hungary’s new 
election tomorrow, there is little 
doubt that Communists will be re- 
turned as the “legal” winners. 

Russia, by peace treaty terms, 
is supposed to pull its troops out 
of Bulgaria within 90 days. It, 
however, is permitted to keep 
forces in Romania and Hungary 
until the Austrian peace treaty is 
signed, because it says they are 
required to maintain lines of sup- 
ply and communication between 
Russia and its troops in Austria.

Dividends Out of Surplus. 


Dividends for this year come 
out of the record cash surplus of 
$4,032,803 on hand at the end of 
last. year, following the wartime 
transit bonanza. Presumably the 
portion of the three quarterly div- 
idends going to the controlling in- 
terest in Public. Service Co.—the 
Fitzgerald brothers’ National City 
Lines, Inc., of Chicago—is $495,164. 
As of the end of last year the 
holding company, which has ur- 
ban transit interests in numerous 
other cities, owned 44.3 per cent 
of the Public Service stock. 

Last quotation of Public Service 
stock on the St. Louis Exchange 
was $7.75 bid and $8.50 asked for 
shares with 50-cent par value. 
Early this year there were sales 
as high as $10.50. 

In addition to the operating em- 
ployes’ wage increase, which was 
the biggest item of the new award, 
the arbitration board made a 50 
per cent increase in the monthly 
rate of pensions and several mi.

Tax Cut and City’s Plight. 

He was asked how the company 
could hope for a tax cut when the 
city was looking for large addi- 
tional revenues to balance its own 
budget. 

„ don’t know,” he replied, and 
added a comment that New York 
City was carrying a substantial 
part of the cost of its subway op- 
erations out of the municipal 
treasury. 

If St. Louis does not want the 
Public Service Co. to make a rea- 
sonable profit, he suggested, “let 
the city buy it.”

On that basié, he said, it might

Woman to Repudiate Her 
Identification. 


A warrant charging temparing 
with a state’s witness was issued 
last night against Mrs. Mildred 
Eaves, wife of John R. Eaves, no- 
torious “shorts” burglar, after she 
admitted to Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Edward L. Dowd she per- 
suaded a woman victim of Haves 
to change her identification of 
him. 

Mrs. Eaves was arrested yester- 
day at her father’s home near 
Hillsboro, Mo., after Miss Billy 


Jean Davis, the prosecuting wit- 
ness, told Dowd she had been per- 
suaded by a woman who said she 
was Eaves’s wife to write a letter 
to the Circuit Attorney disavow- 
ing her earlier identification of 
Eaves, 

After two hours questioning at 
Police Headquarters, Mrs. Eaves 
told Dowd she had gone to her 
husband’s attorneys about Aug. 22 
to inquire into the status of the 
case. There, she told Dowd, she 
received the suggestion to write 
a letter repudiating the identifica- 
tion of Eaves and persuade Miss 
Davis to sign it. 

Acting on the suggestion, Mrs. 
Eaves said she arranged to meet 
Miss Davis in the bar of the 
Roosevelt Hotel Wednesday and 
there handed: her a yellow paper 
on which a letter had been type- 
written repudiating Miss Davigs 
identification of Eaves, Eaves said 
she asked Miss Davis to copy the 
letter for her. 

Miss Davis had told Dowd earlier 
she had written the letter only up- 
on instigation of a woman who 
said she was Eaves’s wife. 


The letter said: “I am afraid I 
have made a mistake in identify- 
ing Mr. John Eaves as the man 


who broke into my house on the 
twentieth of July last. 

“IT have seen him in the court- 
room, where I looked at him care- 
fully for about a half an hour, and 
I don’t believe he is the right man, 
If you can do so, I would like to 
have the case against him dis- 
missed,” 


Miss Davis, as requested, made a 
copy on stationery at the bar and 
handed the letter, without an en- 
velope, to the woman. The letter 
was received early Friday at the 
circuit attorney's office. 

Dowd said Miss Davis, who is 
21 years old and émployed at a 
cleaning establishment, assured 
him she could positively identify 
Eaves as the man who entered 
her room at . 5261 Washington 
boulevard. She stated she wrote 
the letter only because of sympa- 
thy after the woman told her 
Eaves had three children and no 
money to support. them. 


Eaves, who is charged with 
first-degree burglary, was sched- 
uled to appear in Court of Crim- 
inal Correction Aug. 18 but his 
attorney asked for and obtained 
a continuance until Sept. 2. 


The arrest of Eaves, an ex-con- 
vict, resulted when he attempted 
to keep a date with Miss Davis 
after telephoning her the eve- 
ning of the day on which the 
burglary occurred, Miss Davis , 
called police, who kept the date. 


Eaves earned his nickname as 
the shorts burglar” from his 
practice of discarding hig trous- 
ers before breaking into homes, 
In 1932 he was sentenced to 15 
years in the Missouri peniten- 
tiary. After his parole in 1938, 
he was committed to an insane 
asylum but released in a year.

“Ploeser’s arrogance boomer- it 
anged,” Sullivan continued. “The 
farmers and working people who 
have formed co-ops in order to 
stretch their hard-earned dollars

Says Good Relations Cannot Be Brought 
About By Legislation—No Direct Refer- 


ence to New Law. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP)— 
President Truman called today for 
co-operation by enlightened labor 
and management concerned with 
the public welfare, to “speed the 
day when strikes and lockouts are 
discarded.” 

Good labor relations, he said in 
a Labor day message, “cannot be 
brought about by legislation.” 

“They are creat by the men 
and women concerned, co-operat- 
ing sincerely and earnestly within 
the framework of a minimum 
amount of regulatory law. I be- 
lieve that enlightened labor and 
enlightened management, working 
together, can accomplish far more 
by eful bargaining than is 
AE wong through legislation. i 

“The right to join a union of 
one’s own choice is unquestioned 
today, and is sanctioned and pro- 
tected by law. The bargaining 
table at which labor and manage- 
ment sit to work out their com- 
mon problems is indispensable to 
our democracy, and must be safe- 
guarded st any attempts by 
m ided or ill-intentioned groups 
or individuals to weaken or re- 
piace it.” 


Truman made no direct refer- 
ence to the new Taft-Hartley la- 
bor law which Congress p 
over his veto. 

He said labor problems which 


“deserve the attention of the Con- 
gress early in its next session in- 
clude: : 
A “prompt increase in the 
minimum wage rates.” 
Broadening the social security 
system by “extending its bene- 
fits to a greater number.” 
Establishment of “an adequate 
system of health insurance.” 
Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach, also throwing out a plea for 
free collective bargaining, said: 
“This is a time to keep our eye 
on the ball, to retain our faith in 
our democracy and our free insti- 
tutions, and to build them up 
stronger than ever before.” 
Schwellenbach said his depart- 
ment “proposes to improve its fa- 
cilities and expand its usefulness 
to wage earners in the months 
and years to come.” 


Philip Murray Rallies Labor. 


President Philip Murray of the 
CIO urged all American workers 
to “rally on this Labor day to sup- 
port the groups which are seeking 
to prevent further turning back 
of the clock on management-labor 
relations.”

Looking Ahead 


in Washington

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30. 
: HE Post Office Department 
T has just about decided to doff 
its official hat to Christmas 
with a Santa Claus stamp. 


The department officially says 
only that the idea is being “seri- 
ously contemplated,” but a 
huddle in the department has 
been working through the August 
heat to bring out such a stamp 
for 1947 yuletide use. An an- 
nouncement will probably be made 
this week. 

If the project comes off this 
year, this much is indicated: 1. 
The stamp will be a three-center; 
2. It will be red; 3. Santa Claus 
will provide the central design; 4. 
First-day sale will be at Santa 
Claus, Ind. Every year thousands 
send packages and greeting cards 
to the postmaster in this southern 
Indiana town for re-mailing there 
so that the recipient will get an 
added thrill out-of the “Santa 
Claus” cancellation. 

Radioisotopes—Pressure is be- 
ing exerted on the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission by certain groups 
of scientists, particularly those 
engaged in cancer research, to 
release radioisotopes to foreign 
countries for medical and other 
research. 

So far these, radioactive materi- 
als have been restricted for sale 
and distribution to American re- 
searchers, but the supply has 
been constantly increasing. 


Foreign Briefs—The Indian Un- 
ion, where the food situation is 
grave, has been assured by Mos- 
lem Pakistan that commitments 
to supply food to the Indian Un- 
ion will be carried out. 

Turkey is keeping a watchful 
eye on its frontiers with Greece 
and Buigaria, but travelers report 
no apparent move to reinforce 
those areas. | 

Informed opinion in Spain is 
that the Spanish-French frontier 
will be reopened within the next 
two weeks with some restric- 
tions. 


Tax Outlook—The Administra- 
tion’s tax plans for next year 
aren't definite yet and aren't 
likely to be until near the end 
of this year. Informed expecta- 
tiong are that they.will hinge on: 

1. The budget outlook for the 
12 months beginning next July 1. 

2. The business outlook, now 
far from clear. Booming business 
means big tax collections. A slump 
would mean not only smaller col- 
lections but a sharp rise in re- 
lief costs. 

3. Cost of the Marshall plan, 
which won't be assessed for an- 
other month or two at least. 


Denazification Race—In grant- 
ing amnesty to “nominal Nazis,” 
Russia may touch off a race by the 
four occupying powers to wind up 
nazification. 

The Soviet step, under which 
nominal party members may hold 
office, is interpreted as intended 
to put the Russians in a favored 
position to win German support. 

Other powers are expected to 
follow suit—if not by granting 
amnesties, then by speeding up 
denazification and closing it out 
except for outright war criminals. 


Sailing, Sailing—Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder will sail for 
Europe aboard the Queen Eliza- 
beth Wednesday despite a rule 
that Government officials can’t 
use foreign ships on Government 
business if passage on an Amer- 
ican ship is available, 

Snyder is going to London for 
the annual meeting of the World 
Bank and World Fund. But he is 
going as United States governor of 
these institutions, not as Secretary 
of the Treagury, and the bank and 
fund will pay the bill, not the 
United States. ~

Justice Wiley Rutledge’s Decisions | 


Supreme Court’s ‘Most O 


Former St. Louisan Has Per- 


sistently Upheld Common) 


Man Against Encroachment 
of Power Whether by Em- 
ployer or Government.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30. 
USTICE WILEY B. RUTLEDGE, former 
J. of the Washington University Law 
School, emerged from the Supreme Court 
term recently ended as the court’s most 
outspoken advocate of economic and civil 
rights for the individual. i 
All ot the court's nine members, with 
the exception of Justice Harold Burton, were 
appointed as “liberals.” “Liberalism” is a 
difficult word to define. There are at least 


two general kinds, economic and civil, which 


generally overlap but sometimes conflict. 
The “economic liberal” has been described, 
perhaps too simply, by «a paraphrase of 
Lincoln, as “one who puts the man before 
the dollar,” and the “civil rights liberal” 
as “one who puts the man before the gov- 


ernment.” 


government. 

To this end he has written at great 
length and occasionally in pungent phrases 
on the need for flexibility in the law, 
against the vagueness of criminal statutes 
and on the constitutional requirement for 
strict observance of the guarantees of due 
process. Of all the Justices, he is the most 
“pro-labor,” but he is usually for the labor- 
ing man gs such rather than as a member 
of a labor organization. 


Wrote Nine Majority 
Opinions in Last Term. 


During the term recently ended, he wrote 
nine majority opinions, 10 concurring opin- 
ions and 13 dissents. Only - Justice Felix 
Frankfurter wrote more dissents, 15; only 
Justice Burton wrote fewer majority opin- 
ions, six. Justice Frankfurter, however, 
wrote 12 majority opinions; Justice Burton 
wrote only two dissents. Chief Justice Fred 
M. Vinson wrote 13 majority opinions and 
ne dissents or concurring opinions. Jus- 
tice Hugo Black, a consistent dissenter on 
the old“ court, wrote 29 majority opin- 
ions, seven Missents and two concurrences. 

This statistical analysis of juridical dif- 
ferences and energies puts Justice Rutledge 
in the same category with Justice Frank- 
furter among “great dissenters,” in the tra- 
dition of the late Justices Holmes and Bran- 
deis. In the view of some students of the 
court, Justice Frankfurter has gradually 
veered to the conservative“ approach to 
interpretation of the law since his appoint- 
ment by President Roosevelt in January, 
1939. 

Justice Rutledge was appointed to the 
Supreme bench in 1943 by President Roose- 
velt to take the place vacated by James F. 
Byrnes. He was then 49 years old and had 
served four years on the Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia, regarded by 
many as ranking second only to the highest 
court in importance. 

His first opinion, to which there was a 
single dissent, foreshadowed what was to 
come. The decision was in favor of two 
sailors and against the Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey. It extended the liability of 
shipowners to cover accidents occurring be- 
tween the ship and the nearest public thor- 
oughfare to the dock. The two crew mem- 
bers were not on ship's business but were 
authorized to leave the ship. Justice Rut- 
ledge held that the shipowner was liable for 
their welfare until they reached a public 
thoroughfare. He put damages for a work- 
ing man before a company's profits. 

A year later, in Medo Photo Supply Corp. 
vs. the National Labor Relations Board he 
sided with the employer against the Gov- 
ernment agency although the employer by- 
passed a union committee to deal directly 
with the employes, who later repudiated 
the union. 


Upheld Superiority 
Of Worker Over Union. 


In his dissent, he said that the record 
disclosed not a dominating or intermeddling 
employer but one who sought to do no 
more than meet his employes’ wishes 
freely formed and freely stated. 

“I do not think,” 
intended by this legislation (the Wagner 
Act), to create rights in unions overriding 
those of the employers they represent.” 


In 1945 he was more successful in having 


his view ‘of the superiority of laboring men 
ever labor unions adopted by the court. 
In Elgin, Joliet & Eastern Railway Co. vs. 


Burley, the court divided 5 to 4, with Jus- 


tice Rutledge writing the majority opinion. 
This held that an individual employe could

compromise of his claims. Organized labor 
demanded a reconsideration of what it 
called a blow to collective bargaining agree- 
ments. The majority, again. 
through Justice Rutledge, turned the unions 
down. ; 
Justice Rutledge brought to the highest 
court more than experience on the bench. 
As a teacher his range of interests was 
wide. His main subjects were business or- 
ganization; he also taught torts, conflicts of 
the law and constitutional law. No col- 
league in the Supreme Court surpasses him 
in knowledge of constitutional history. 
+ This scholarly knowledge of early Amer- 
ican history was never better demonstrated 
than in his dissent last February in the 
so-called New Jersey school bus case. . The 
issue was the first amendment of the Con- 
stitution which states: 


“Congress rhall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion, or prohibit- 
ing the free exercise thereof...” 

A majority of five held that this article 
did not invalidate a New Jersey statute 
authorizing a township board of education 
to reimburse the money parents spent for 
public bus transportation of their children 
to schools, including Catholic ‘parochial 
schools giving religious education in addi- 
tion to the secular, 


Justice Black, whose economic liberal- 
ism” is occasionally more pronounced than 
his “civil rights“ liberalism, wrote the ma- 
jority opinion. Justice Rutledge spoke in 
vehement dissent for himself, Justice Frank- 
furter, Justice Jackson and Justice Burton. 
Justice Murphy, a prominent lay Catholic, 
who often sides with the civil rights lib- 
erals, voted with the majority. 


Separation of Church 
rom State Is Reviewed. 


With Thomas Jefferson and James Madi- 
son as his authorities, Justice Rutledge 
reviewed at length the struggle in the Vir- 
ginia legislature, the Continental Congress, 
the Constitutional Convention and the first 
Congress for absolute separation of the 
Church and State. He acknowledged that 
the constitutional prohibition placed a 
double burden on Catholics who had to pay 
for the support of public schools as well as 
their own. This, he said, was a price for 
religious freedom for themselves and others. 


“The realm of religious training and be- 
lief,” he wrote, “remains, as the amend- 
ment made it, the kingdom of the individual 
man and his God. It should be kept invio- 


or confounded with what legislatures may 
take over into the public domain.” 

The historical approach so evident in Jus- 
tice. Rutledge’s opinions does not make for 
populr ‘acclaim, Many of his dissents were 
distinctly contrary to contemporary feeling,

In his dissent in the Lewis-United Mine 
Workers contempt case, Justice Rutledge 
added to his 44-page written opinion the 
extemporaneous observation from the bench: 
“I want no part of this decision.” 

With Justice Murphy, the former Mis- 
sourian could find no statutory authority for 
the majority decision, Asserting that under 
a government of laws and not of men, power 
must be exercised under the law, he wrote: 
“No man or group is above the law. All 
are subject to its valid cOmmands. So are 
the governments and the courts. If; as I 
think, Congress has forbidden the use of 
labor injunctions in this and other cases, 
that conclusion is the end of our function. 
And if modification of that policy is to be 
made for such cases, that problem is for 
Congress in the first instance, not for the 
courts.“ 


Especially Careful 
About Rights During War. 


During the war Justice Rutledge was the 
most meticulous of the court about the 
rights of individuals, In the Yakus case, 
the majority under Chief Justice Stone 
found that the Emergency Price Control 
Act for the control of inflation did not 
violate the constitutional guarantees of due 
process, Justice Rutledge, speaking for him- 
self and Justice Murphy, insisted that the 
criminal penalties together with the pro- 
posed procedural shortcuts deprived citizens 
of their rights, 

“The procedural pattern (upheld by the 


trial of almost any crime,” he wrote. “Once 
approved, it is bound to spawn progeny.” 

This regard for the court's precedents 
was evident in his concurring opinion in the 
famous Schneiderman case in 1943 in which 
Wendell Willkie appeared as counsel for an 
avowed Communist, The issue was whether 
the Government could nullify a citizen’s 
naturalization papers on the grounds that 
they had been obtained “unlawfully” years 
before.

opinion argued that the will of Congress 
shall prevail—that no man shall retain his 
citizenship who does not, show attachment 
to the principles of the Constitution.” 

In reply, Justice Rutledge wrote: 


‘Immediately we are concerned with only 
one man, William Schneiderman. Actually, 
though indirectly, the decision affects mil- 
lions. If, 17 years after a Federal court 
adjudged him entitled to be a citizen, that 
judgment can be nullified and he can be 
stripped of his most precious right, by 
nothing more than re-examination upon the 
merits of the very facts the judgment es- 
tablished, no naturalized person’s citizen- 
ship is or can be secure. If this can be 
done after that length of time, it can be 
done after 30 or 50 years. If it can be 
done to Schneiderman, it can be done for 
thousands or tens of thousands of others. 
No citizen with such a threat hanging 
over his head could be free. If he belonged 
to ‘off-color’ organizations or held too radi- 
cal or, perhaps, too reactionary views, for 
some segment of the judicial palate, when 
his admission took place, he. could not open 
his mouth without fear his words would be 
held against him. ... His best course would 
be silence or hypocrisy. This is not citi- 
zenship. Nor is it adjudication.” 

In ͤ cases where economic liberalism” con- 

flicts with “civil rights liberalism,” Justice 
Rutledge is inclined to the economic argu- 
ments. In one of the perennial Jehovah's 
Witnesses cases, he spoke for a five-judge 
majority in 1944 saying that a Massachu- 
setts law banning child labor was superior 
to the constitutional guarantee of freedom 
of religion. A year later he spoke for the 
court when he invalidated the Texas law 
requiring the registration of union organ- 
izers, a requirement designed to keep Texas 
an “open shop” state. His opinion held that 
the state law violated the constitutional 
guarantee for freedom of speech. 


His Opinions Reflect 
Contemplative View of Law. 


„It was not by accident or coincidence,”’ 
he wrote, that the rights of freedom in 
speech and press were coupled in a single 
guaranty with the rights of the people peace- 
ably to assemble and to petition for redress 
of grievances. It is from petty tyrannies 
that large ones take root and grow. Seed- 
lings planted in that soil grow great and, 
growing, break down the foundations of 
liberty.’’ : 

Justice Rutledge belongs to no bloc“ on 
the court. He and Justice Murphy are near- 
est in their philosophical approach to civil 
rights problems. Other members of the 
court, with the exception of Justice Burton, 
were either in the Roosevelt government or, 
like Justice Frankfurter, closely associated 
with it, before their appointments. Five, 
including Chief Justice Vinson, had held 
executive positions. | 

Justice Rutledge came to the Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the District of Columbia 
from the University of Iowa Law College 
when he was 45 years old. His opinions 
reflect a relaxed and contemplative view of 
the historical development of the law. 

He is not primarily concerned with the 
immediate effect of a decision or with pop- 
ular acclaim or even popular understanding. 
He lacks the literary style and philosophi- 
cal detachment of Justice Holmes or the 
economic comprehension of Justice Brandeis. 

Grounded as he is in constitutional his- 
tory he looks forward to the growth of the 
law by orderly procedures to meet modern 
conditions, Of the court members only Jus- 
tice William O. Douglas is younger than he. 
Last month he was 53 years old. His opin- 
ions have already made their contributions 
to that growth. His dissents have out- 
lined the shape he thinks the law should 
take. His persistent industry indicates that 
he will continue to apply the ancient con- 
cepts of the Constitution, particularly as 
to economic and civil liberties, to present 
and future necessities, :

OVERNORS of the seven western states of the Missouri river basin are 
united in their interest in development of irrigation and hydro-electric power 
and the encouragement of manufacturing in their area.

Within the span of a few months this 
year, much of the basin has been plagued 
first with devastating floods and then with 
a serious drouth. Both wreaked havoc in 
an area where much of the nation’s grain 
and meat is produced. Fortunately for the 
world, the basin had unusually; good rain- 
fall throughout the war years. 

The basin governors were asked by the 
Post-Dispatch to comment on the Missouri 
valley's plight, following publication in this 
section of a detailed account of the situation 
last July 20. Those from the seven states 
west of Missouri-Iowa-Minnesota, whose in- 
terests are largely similar, responded. 


At least six of them are more or less 
committed to the existing Pick-Sloan plan 
for river work, in contrast to the proposed 
Missouri Valley Authority which would be 
a single, unified regional agency. However, 
the inquiry was directed to general needs 
of the valley, covering a sixth of the United 
States, rather than to the continuing con- 
troversy over the best form of adminis- 
tration for development of the natural re- 
sources. Arguments for Pick-Sloan have 
been answered consistently by qualified ex- 
ponents of MVA. 

One governor, William Lee Knous (Dem.) 
of Colorado, is regarded by MVA supporters 
as sympathetic to their cause. He told the 
Post-Dispatch that he was continuing to 
stand on last year’s campaign declaration 
that he was not so much interested in what 
federal agency did the work as in getting it 
done speedily. 

Meanwhile, Knous recently took the lead 
in an organized movement of Western states 
in the Missouri basin, plus New Mexico, to 
develop a local wool-processing industry. 
Last week he created a committee for in- 
tegrated economic progress of Colorado and 
the region. 

“TI think everybody accepts the principle 
that development ought to be done on a 
basin-wide level,“ said Knous. “I sense 
that the trend is towards better co-operation 
in the whole basin. This area is, now ready 
ta consider what is the best thing for every- 
body. I'd like to see the whole basin get 
together on one plan. 


“Every possible step should be taken for 
cheap power. It is essential to obtain indus- 
trial development. Irrigation and power 
should go together and we should have 
power generally available. Along with the 
water program there should be a program 
of soil conservation. I think Congress must 
have misunderstood the situation, because 
allowances for soil conservation have not 


been realistic. 


Wool Textile Plants 
Suggested for Region. 


‘The basin is due for an enormous indus- 
trial expansion. I look for a general devel- 
opment, particularly in processing of raw 
materials. I am thinking particularly of 
wool, which is now shipped raw, generally 
to Boston. Grease, dirt and sand are about 
half the weight of raw wool, and we pay the 
freight on that, then pay to get the finished 
goods back. I compare that to the old sit- 
vation in cotton, when the textile mills used 
to be in New England, with the cotton in 
the South. The Missouri basin 1 the heav- 
lest wool-producing area in the country, and 
there is no reason why the wool textile 
plants shouldn't move out here. 

„1 am thinking also of the development 
of nonmetallic minerals in the basin for fer- 
tilizer and other purposes, including our 
phosphates. Then there is the possibility of 
freezing plants and canneries for processing 
the fruits and vegetables we grow, instead 
of shipping them. The bulk of the hides 
produced in the United States come from 
the Missouri basin, yet out here we have no 
tanneries, leather mills or shor factories.”’ 

Gov. Sam, C. Ford (Rep.) of Montana 
said: “Irrigation is of tremendous. impor- 
tance to Montana and will give us a stable 
economy. If we can get 1,250,000 acres 
irrigated, as anticipated under Pick-Sloan, it 
will be possible for Montana to avoid the 
damages of drouth.

Gov. Lester C. Hunt (Dem.) of Wyoming, 
where irrigation is a main concern, con- 
trasted the great damages from floods in 
the lower basin with “lack of proper utiliza- 
tion of runoff waters in the upper, semi- 
arid states.“ He praised Pick-Sloan, but 


urged provision of more funds for it, saying, 


“Congress should provide immediately for 
construction of those dams, levees, etc., that 
make up the most important projects in the 
over-all plan.“ He suggested a special ses- 
sion of Congress for this. Basin development, 
he went on, is not outright expenditure 
“but an investment in, wealth-protecting, 
wealth-producing programs.” 

A new idea on the financing of flood 
control was expressed by Hunt. He sad: 
“Should Congress feel the public treasury 
is not justified in making the tremendous 
Outlay necessary for flood control, then it 
would seem only fair and equitable that « 
repayment to the government in direct pro- 
portion to value received should be made 
by the beneficiaries of flood control—either 


‘by political subdivisions or ‘ndividuals, as is 


the case in repayment of money advanced 
by Congress for reclamation projects. There 
is no basic difference and certainly the same 
theory should prevail. The end result is 
exactly the same (as to flood and irriga- 
tion), namely, making the land more pro: 
ductive.”’ 


Governor Peterson 
Wants Soil Conservation. 


Gov. Val Peterson (Rep.) of Nebraska, 
calling for completion of Pick-Sloan work, 
advocated intensive soil conservation. Peter- 
son urged control of rainfall from the point 
where it first strikes the farmer’s field, with 
encouragement for all land owners to adopt 
thorough conservation practices. Water that 
cannot be absorbed in the ground, he said, 
should be stored for irrigation, power, navi- 
gation, urban use and recreation. 

Nebraska, he continued, faces a shortage 
of electric power and needs all that ean be 
developed, as the market is constantly ex- 
panding and the limit is not in sight.” He 
added that his state was counting on much 
power from Fort Randall Dam on the Mis- 
souri, a South Dakota Piek-Sloan project on 
which work has started. He concluded: 
“Whether Nebraska goes forward or back- 
ward depends on whether we bring the 
Pick-Sloan plan to completion or not.“ 

Gov. George T. Mickelson (Rep.) of South 
Dakota called for unity of action in the 
river work, 

“The plan,“ he said, “including flood con- 
trol, power, irrigation and navigation, is an 
indivisible whole, which should be carried 
steadily forward in an uninterrupted man- 
ner, and should not be considered and dealt 
with as an assembly of unrelated projects, to 
be undertaken at such time and in such man- 
ner as expediency of the moment might sug- 
gest. Each feature is essential and all are 
mutually dependent. All of them depend on 
capture and use of the available water. The 
devastating floods in the lower reaches 
should convince all that the program must 
be completed at the earliest possible date. 
I expect to devote a major portion of my 
time to this objective.” 


Gov. Frank Carlson (Rep.) of Kansas told 
how improved land use and water control 
could mitigate the effects of drouth. He 
urged control of the streams at their sources 
to provide beneficial use of water and stop 
stream pollution. He praised the federal 
agencies now working in the basin, on the 
strength of their long experience. 

The problem of the Missouri valley,“ he 
declared, is one of securing sufficient ap- 
propriations to construct the reservoirs as 
rapidly as economically feasible. We can 
and should provide a program of complete 
water runoff control.“ 


Calls Pick-Sloan 
Plan Parallel to TVA. 


Gov. Fred G. Aandahl (Rep.) of North 
Dakota made the most extensive comment 
in support of Pick-Sloan, asserting that our 
united effort in this established program 
will bring maximum achievement for the 
basin.” He spoke of Pick-Sloan in 
the Missouri basin as a parallel to TVA 
fn the Tennessee Valley in carrying out the 
‘well-established purpose of the Govern- 
ment to develop and utilize to the fullest 
extent the water resources of the nation.” 

He maintained that variation in physical 
features of the two basins and of the de- 
sired objectives justified the two differing 
approaches. Availability of large federal ap- 
propriations for a relatively small area, 
rather than administrative method, made 
TVA “an outstanding contribution to its 
community,” he argued. For the Missouri 
basin, he assisted, Pick-Sloan is “‘the best 
possible system,“ and he said this opinion had 
been strengthened in the past two years by 
his observation of the Missouri Basin Inter- 
agency Committee, voluntary co-ordinating 
body for the various departments involved. 

“All that we further need,“ he con- 
cluded, “is continuing support from all of 
our people in what is being done and ade- 
quate appropriations from Congress for con- 
struction purposes as fast as postwar con- 
ditions will justify.“

Where the Forest Chieftain Lies 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Thousands of St. Louisans cross the 
intersection of Broadway and Walnut 
street every day, but few of them are 
@ware that they are passing over the 
burial ground of Pontiac, “the Forest 
Chieftain,” probably the greatest and 
most powerful of all Indian leaders. 

As war chief of the Ottawa tribe, he 
fought with the French under Montcalm 
at Quebec against the English, for whom 
he held an undying hatred. After the 
defeat of the French and the cession of 
Canada and Louisiana, Pontiac conspired 
to unite all the Algonquin tribes in a 
concerted drive to keep the English east 
of the Alleghenies. The frontier war 
that ensued was the most cruel and 
bloody of all the wars between the white 
and red men. 

* + * 

After the long siege of Detroit had 
failed, the allied tribes under the leader- 
ship of Pontiac were finally subdued by 
the English forces of Gen. Bouquet. In 
1769, Pontiac came to St. Louis to visit 
his French friend and former ally Saint 
Ange de Bellerive, who after the aban- 
donment of Fort de Chartres had taken 
service with the Spanish and was in 
temporary military command of La- 
Clede’s settlement. 

At St. Louis Pontiac was cordially re- 
eeived by Saint Ange and other French 
residents and it is related that at a 
feast in his honor he wore the uniform 
of a French general given to him by the 
Marquis de Montcalm. A few days later 
Pontiac received word of a drinking bout 
across the river at Cahokia, and disre- 
garding the warnings of Saint Ange he 
and his attending chiefs entered canoes 
to attend the affair. 

In Cahokia at this time was an Eng- 
lish trader named Williamson, who upon 
hearing of Pontiac's visit promptly bribed 
an Illinois Indian of the Kaskaskia tribe 
to murder him. Pontiac, after imbibing 
freely of the potent refreshments of- 
fered by his Cahokia friends wandered 
off to the woods followed by the treach- 
erous IIlinois and was quickly dis- 
patched by the latter’s tomahawk.

News of the slaying of their great chief 
traveled fast through the forests to the 
Ottawas, Ojibways, Miamis, Pottowatto- 
mies, Sacs and Foxes and other tribes, 
and the avenging hordes from the forth 


eompletely wiped out the Illinois nation. 


Only a few Peorias and Kaskaskias es- 
eaped to the Missouri side of the Mis- 


sissippi. 

Saint Ange brought the body of Pon- 
tide to St. Louis, where it was buried 
with the honors due a great warrior, 
ust outside the fort.”

Which Is Modern? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In one of the strangest advertisements, 
the Public Service Co. attempts to show 
the preference of a few unthinking pa- 
trons for 1947 busses over 1917 and 1926 
model streetcars. 

Even at such odds, the company didn’t 
convince too many people. It would 
never have dared to compare streamlined 
cars with its modern busses, just as it 
never dared to run streamliners on the 
Page, Bellefontaine and Cass lines for 
even a trial period. 

Just today I watched a new 1700 type 
car and a new 3200 type bus start up 
from the same traffic signal at the same 
time. Seconds later the car was glid- 
ing silently half-way to the next stop, 
while the smaller bus, with its diesels 
roaring furiously, was scarcely across 
the intersection. 

This is typical of the comparative 
speed and pickup of the two types of 
vehicles. In addition, streetcars are 
preferable because of their roominess, 
ability to load and unload exactly twice 
as fast, and their smooth riding com- 
pared with the apparently springless 
busses.

Stalwart American 


The most outspoken advocate” of individual 
rights on the Supreme Court today. So is Justice 
Wiley B. Rutledge described on the title page to 
this section by the Post-Dispatch’s chief Wash- 
ington correspondent, Raymond P. Brandt. 

Mr. Brandt’s appraisal is an accurate one, as 
his review of Justice Rutledge’s work shows. 
However detailed such a review might be, it 
could hardly encompass all of the opinions which 
are the basis of this judgment. 

The case of Foster and Payne vs. Illinois, de- 
cided at the close of the last term, is in point. 
Although charged with the serious crimes of 
burglary and larceny, Foster and Payne were not 
advised that “rights of trial” included the Sixth 
Amendment's guarantee of the right to be rep- 
resented by counsel. 

A fair reading of the record is that this basic 
information was intentionally withheld in the 
trial court. Under such prejudiced circumstances, 
the defendants were sentenced to the Illinois 
penitentiary where they have spent the last 12 
years, 

Chief Justice Vinson and Justices Reed, Frank- 
furter, Jackson and Burton found no violation of 
the Constitution in such “justice.” Speaking for 
Judges Black, Douglas and Murphy as well, Jus- 
tice Rutledge hit it and hit it hard. 

“A system so callous of the rights of men,” 
he said, is “wholly contrary to the ‘scheme of 
things the nation’s charter establishes.” As for 
courts and judges, they owe, he said, something 
more than to sit silent and blind while men go 
on their way to prison, for all that appears, for 
want of any hint of their rights.” 

Justice Rutledge has been a key man on the 
Supreme Court almost from his arrival there. 
It was his appointment that made possible the 
reversal of the famous Opelika religious hand- 
bill ban—a ban which invaded both freedom of 
worship and freedom of the press. 

Many Rutledge opinions, not a few of them 
dissents, could be cited. Mr. Brandt quotes from 
some of the leading cases, as for example, one 
of the religious sect controversies, when the Jus- 
tice said: “It is from petty tyrannies that large 
ones take root and grow.” 

Wiley Rutledge’s love of justice is excéeded 
only by his hatred of injustice. The former dean 
of the Washington University; Law School is 
quietly establishing himself, without any studied 
intent to do so, as the most stalwart and the 
most dependable protector of the citizen’s liber- 
ties on our highest tribunal. 

In a time when rights often hang by a thread, 
even in the United States, it is a reassuring ex- 
perience to salute so stanch an American.

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Northwest Defense Outpost 


Many citizens have been looking with some- 
what apprehensive eyes up the great circle at 


Alaska. They know that over the curve of the 


globe, along a straight line, lie Siberia and So- 
viet Russia's Asiatic empire. They know that in 
an uncertain world Alaska is, or soon could be- 
come, a first line of defense. 

These uneasy citizens—and their uneasiness is 
a credit to them—will find comfort in a new re- 
port on Alaska by the Department of the In- 
terior, under which our territories are adminis- 
tered. This report announces the general outline 
of the Army’s program to bulwark Alaska as a 
defense outpost, Many projects are not de- 
scribed since they are of a secret nature, but 
many others are detailed. These include not 
only the expansion of existing flying fields, such 
as that at Anchorage, but the construction of 
“great new air base projects.” 

Representative Evan Howell of Illinois came 
back from Alaska recently and strongly rec- 
ommended that we strengthen our installations 
there.

It is no more that toleration is spoken 
of, as if it was by ture indulgence of one class 
of people that another enjoyed the exercise 
of their inherent natural rights. For happily 
the Government of the United States 
gives to bigotry no sanction... May the 
children of the stock of Abraham who dwell 
in this land continue to merit and enjoy the 
good will of the other inhabitants. ... 
These words were spoken by George Wash- 

ington, a declaration of religious independence. 
The place where they were spoken was Touro 
Synagogue, in Newport, R. I. Now the syna- 
gogue is to become a national shrine, a monu- 
ment to something more than toleration. It has 
been designated as such by the Department of 
Interior, and will be dedicated in ceremonies 
today. N 

Touro Synagogue today is a reproach to Amer - 
icans who have forgotten their heritage, an en- 
couragement to those who have remembered. It 
was built by Jews who had come to Rhode Is- 
land to escape persecution in Spain and Portugal 
displaced persons of their day. 

Their leader was a great and good man, Rabbi 
Isaac Touro, the father of a great and good man, 
Judah Touro. The son, too, was a man of some- 
thing more than toleration—the good he did 
was for all Americans, Jews and Gentiles alike. 
He gave America its first free library, helped 
with his money to finish Bunker Hill monument, 


‘and supplied the funds for the founding in New 


Orleans of an infirmary and an old people's 


home, which bear his name. 


May Touro Synagogue, as a national shrine, 
perpetually remind the nation of the religious 
liberties which Roger Williams established there, 
of the homeless Jews from other lands who 
found a home there, of the noble words Wash- 
ington spoke there, and of two Jews named Touro 
who stand with the immortals from whom our 
heritage came down. 
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The Blot at Boonville 


The retiring superintendent of the Missouri 
Training School for Boys, the Rev. LeRoy 
Munyon, and the State Board of Training Schools 
have exchanged their views, and their compli- 
ments, as to what is wrong with the institution 
at Boonville from which a series of breaks have 
been made or attempted the past month, involv- 
ing more than 60 boys. 

The question of corporal punishment, on which 
their discussion has centered, is an important 
one, and it ought to be settled in a way that will 
be both humane and practical. But it is also an 


administrative question on which there is plenty 


of room for good administrators to differ. There 
is no room for a difference of opinion on the 
part of administrators or anyone else, including 
the rankest layman, about some of the ills at 
Boonville. 

A staff correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
Harry Wilensky, wrote after looking at the Mis- 
souri Training School for Boys: 

Overcrowding and insanitary conditions in 
some of the dormitories are so bad, one might 
be inclined to consider a boy not normal if 
he failed to feel an urge to escape. 

For overcrowding there may be some excuse 
—but no longer than it takes to remedy it. For 
filth there is no excuse whatever. It is a shame- 
ful reproach to the State of Missouri—to Gov. 
Donnelly personally, to every: member of the 
Legislature personally, to every member of the 
State Board of Training Schools personally—that 
these conditions exist at Boonville. The least 
any of them can do is to waste no further time 
in correcting the evils.

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Challenge on Korea 

It is hard to see how the Russians can reject 
the new American proposal to hasten Korea's 
independence, but rejection has been a habit 
with them. 

Washington’s note suggests a Four Power con- 
ference on Sept. 8. This would bring China and 
Britain into discussions where the Russian- 
American joint commission has been deadlocked. 
The ‘proposal also calls for an election of a rep- 
resentative Korean Government, and for an 
agreement on withdrawal of occupation forces. 

While the addition of two powers to these 
talks is desirable, it is not likely to help mat- 
ters if Soviet delegates persist in a diplomatic 
slow-down. There simply is no evidence that 
Russia wants to get out of Korea, now or in the 
foreseeable future. On the contrary, the Soviets 
hope that the United States will depart in dis- 
gust and in solitude, 

The note from Washington is a skillful at- 
tempt to alter the oppressive status quo in 
Korea. It is more than a sincere expression of 
American policy. It is language the Koreans 
want to hear. If the Russians reject the pro- 
posal, they will have to surrender what little 
pretense they have left of being beneficent 
tutors of Korean freedom. 

This confronts the Kremlin with a minor pre- 
dicament. Its occupancy in Korea is in no dan- 
ger of being unseated, but the United States can 
win advantage in the unceasing contest for_the 
loyalty of the peoples of the Orient. 
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Big Fish on the Hook 


Indictment of Henry McKissick, veteran Dem- 
ocratic boss of Kansas City’s Second Ward, is of 
course not the same thing as his conviction. He 
may successfully defend himself against the 
charge that he attempted to influence a federal 
grand juror in the investigation of the Slaughter- 
Axtell primary frauds a year ago. For the pres- 
ent, the indictment is significant enough in it- 
self. It shows the determination of the grand 
jury. It would also seem to show the despera- 
tion of the Pendergast henchmen as they face 
the prospect of prison sentences for the second 
time in a decade. And yet, until public opinion 
put the heat on, there was nothing for the De- 
partment of Justice to investigate! 
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The Rent Boards 


Under the federal rent law, the five-men local 
advisory boards have much power. They can rec- 
ommend removing controls outright, raising area 
rent ceilings or specific treatment of individual 
cases. The federal rent controller must have 
substantial reason to reject their findings. Hencé 
the boards should be made up either (1) of five 
citizens with no landlord or tenant alliances, or 
(2) with equal representation of landlords and 
tenants and a balance of power in one or more 
publie members. 

Perhaps Gov. Donnelly had the latter in mind 
in naming the board for the Missouri part of 
metropolitan St. Louis. There are two real es- 
tate men. There is an ex-Congressman, who 
may be intended as the non-partisan member. The 
question is whether the last two members—an 
automobile dealer and a brewers’ union official 
represent tenants in the direct way that real 
estate men represent landlords. 

Gov. Green left room for no question in nam- 
ing the board for the East Side. He simply 
stacked it with four real estate men and a title 
abstracter. 

In‘such circumstances, the Missouri board pos- 
sibly, and the Illinois board certainly, are in dan- 
ger of bias.

Rebel Among Brahmins 


THE then dae CHRONICLE, by Gerald Warner 

Brace. (W. W. Norton and Co., New York.) 

It was 3 Wendell Holmes who la- 
beled New England families with long his- 
tories of intellectual achievement, such as 
the Emersans and the Alcotts, the “Aca- 
demic Races.” Other things being equal, 
he said, a descendant of one of the Aca- 
demic Races “will take more naturally, 
more easily, to his books.” Gerald Warner 
Brace writes the Wictional history of a son 
of one of these Academic Races who re- 
belled against a career of books. 


Ralph Garretson became a carpenter. (Of 
course, Mr. Brace is still a Brahmin at 
heart because his 
hero actually wanted 
to become a writer; 
he merely refused to 
become one by way 
of Harvard.) Ralph 
grew up in the 208; 
it was only natural 
then that he could 
not bear the world 
of transcendental in- 
dividualism that his 
father lived in. Like 
Thoreau, he saw 
nothing remarkable 
in old houses and 
ways, 

Give him a Ford; Iet him “bum around” 
the country, see the West and South, get 
American air into his lungs. Then he could 
return to Compton, so near Concord and 
Boston, and live out his days, not the days 
of a scholar, but the days of a carpenter. 

* + — 

This is a charming novel. The vagaries 
of Emerson’s New England come alive 
again, and it is almost unimportant that 
Ralph rebels against it—because truly he 
never does. He is just a twentieth century 
Thoreau building his hut near Walden 
Pond, In fact, this is the very fault of the 
book. Rejecting transcendentalism, the 
author relives it. 

And he isn’t quite sure of his own philos- 
ophy. He says in a kind of gentle Robert 
Frost way, 
the slow shaping of a life.” This is really 
the meaning of the book. But Mr, Brace 
wanted to do more: he wanted to contrast 
the old with the new; to point out the 
arrogance of tradition, to show its hostility 
to progress; to fit in the individual as a 
unique and growing unit with the fast- 
pacing industrial mass. Unfortunately, 
very little of that is here. Only nature is 
here, and a firmly rooted belief that na- 
ture loves more the common man than the 
Brahmins and their worn-out philosophies. 


Mr. Brace’s integrity is very commend- 
able, but it is a little disappointing. More 
than integrity is necessary for a writer 
who sets out to describe a way of life, and 
especially more than that is needed in a 
novelist. The slow pace of the book is a 
warm thing, but a more sharp focus could 
have been achieved. Yet, for all its faults, 
the book is enjoyable, for it was clearly 


written with love.

Father Macelwane’s Earth 


WHEN THE EARTH QUAKES, by James 8. Maceiwane, 

S. J. (Bruce Publishing Co., Milwaukee.) 

“We are reasonably certain,” writes the 
emivent seismologist who directs St. Louis 
University’s Institute of Geophysical Tech- 
nology, “that the outer crust of the earth 
is like a layered cake or an onion in most 
places and is solid.” Then comes a 600- 
mile rock layer “more rigid than steel.” 
And finally, a center 4600 miles in diame- 
ter. “Of what it is made we do not know, 
but we may venture a plausible guess that 
an earth made up of a nickel-iron core 
surrounded by suitable layers of rock would 
probably behave very much like our actual 
earth.“ 

In this new textbook, Father Macelwane 
deals not too technically with the theory, 
history and methods of studying earth- 
quakes on land and sea; also the engineer- 
ing application of seismic science to such 
problems as the design of buildings and 
mines and prospecting for minerals. He 
tells of a research under his direction by 
the Rev. J. E. Ramirez, 8.J., which dem- 
onstrated that storms at sea produce waves 
strong enough to chart at St. Louis. A war- 
time project in co-operation with the Army 
showed that such measurements provide an 
additional way to chart the location and 
path of tropic storms. 


The volume is generously illustrated with 


diagrams and photographs; many of the 


latter by the author. 


F. D. R.’s Bodyguard 


REILLY OF THE WHITE HOUSE, by Michael F. Reilly 
as told to Willlam J. Slocum. Simon & Schuster, 
New York.) 

Guarding President Roosevelt for four 
years, as Mike guarded him, wasn’t exactly 
the life of Reilly, but it had its bright 
spots and its compensations. Being chief 
of the White House detail of the Secret 
Service was something more than a dress 
parade. The President had not only to be 
guarded from assassins. There was also 
the difficult and delicate situation that 
grew out of F.D.R.’s physical helplessness. 

As if that wasn’t enough, there was “my 
little dog” Fala to contend with. Fala went 
everywhere the President went, and for 
the Secret Service he had a fine disdain, or 
perhaps one should say a sniffing disre- 
gard. Fala was about as well known as 
his master, and when Fala took the air 
everybody knew that F.D.R. was near. 

For this reason, Reilly’s sentiments 
concerning Fala were slightly less than 
cordial, but his regard and affection for 
the Boss was undiluted. The association of 
the two men was so close that it might 
have provoked irritations, but Reilly be- 
trays none, and it is his reward for his 
years of service that the President never 
indicated any toward him. It might have 
been otherwise, for Reilly had to be pretty 
strict with the Boss. 

* * * 

Naturally a man in Reilly's position saw 
much and heard much that others didn’t. 
Now it can be told, and Reilly, with the 
help of Slocum, tells it racily and some- 
times dramatically. Like the time when 
Charles de Gaulle made a call, He was 
very mad about something, so Reilly, stand- 
ing by, removed his pistol from its holster 
and for half an hour held it, unseen, ready 
for action. The Boss never knew about it, 
and, of course, Gen. De Gaulle was not in- 
formed. 

Something may have been written at the 
time about the President's meeting with 
Gen. George Patton after the slapping inci- 
dent, but there is drama in Reilly's telling 
of it. As Patton walked past Reilly on con 
way to the President's jeep in Sicily, he 
grinned sheepishly and said out of the cor- 
ner of his mouth: “Hiya, Mike.” Mike said 
he was feeling fine at the moment. How 
was the General? “He winced slightly in a 
silent motion that indicated he was in a 
little trouble. . . He obviously did not 
know what to expect from lis Commander 
in Chief.” He seemed to be prepared for 
anything and expecting the worst. 

He put out his hand to shake with the 
Boss and made as though he would move 
on. The President grabbed his hand and 
shook it for several moments in the warm 
greeting that he reserved for his close 
friends. Patton walked away, looking 
straight ahead, his face a blank. “He found 
a secluded spot, looked around to make 
certain that he was not being watched, and 
then burst out sobbing. He wiped his eyes 
and, cocky as ever, he strutted back to 
take his place in the jeep with his Com- 
mander in Chief who was also his friend.”

VIENNA: Austria can supply

Already living in bitter auster- 
ity in an attempt to husband her 
rapidly diminishing dollar re- 
sources, Britain is making further 
cuts in living standards and plan- 
ning reductions in her ed 
forces and other rigid economies. 

Immediate action on the Mar- 
shall proposal instead of waiting 
until January to submit it to Con- 
gress would have been welcomed 
by Britain. One high British 
source close to the Paris confer- 
ence on the Marshall plan said 
something will have to hit the 
British people “between the eyes” 
before they are fully awakened to 
the danger of the nation’s eco- 
nomic position. 

COPENHAGEN: Denmark 
needs about two billion dollars to 
develop her agriculture and indus- 
try to the point where she can 
contribute substantially to Euro- 
pean economic recovery. Govern- 
ment officials estimate that more 
than half of this amount would be 
spent on agriculture, which is 
handicapped by shortages of feed 
and fertilizer. 

The Government is considering 
drastic cuts in imports to help 
restore a favorable trade balance. 
Imports exceeded exports by 397,- 
000,000 kroner (about $83,370,000) 
in the first half of 1947. Denmark 
recently was given a $50,000,000 
loan from the International Bank. 
The money will be used solely to 

industrial machinery, 
meet agricultural needs and pay 
for raw material imports. 

DUBLIN: Ireland is looking to 
the Marshall program ‘for imple- 
ments and fertilizer needed to de- 
velop agriculture, her basic indus- 
try. Like Britain, Eire is ham- 
strung by a shortage of dollars, 
but increased farm production for 
export, Government sources said, 
would solve many of her diffi- 
culties. 

Doliars already have been denied 
for nylons, footwear and certain 
types of other goods. Further 
cuts in non-essential imports are 
practically certain. Cut off from 
coal normally supplied by Britain, 
Ireland is spending her dollar re- 
sources for 500,000 tons of Ameri- 
can coal. Weekly imports from 
fuel-short Britain now average 
11,000 tons compared with 60,000 
tons before the war. No coal will 
be available for domestic use this 
year. Peat uction is so far 
behind schedule that the Com- 
merce Minister has threatened to 
set up a military court to deal 
with black market offenses. 

PARIS: France, struggling to 
regain her economic footing with 
the aid of outside capital, faces 
a dire future unless she can get 
more assistance from America, 
aay officials in charge of her 
“Monnet plan” for reconstruction.

According to this dogma, the 
liberal and capitalistic west is 
corrupt and altogether vile, and 
sooner or later will inevitably at- 
tack and seek to destroy the 
Soviet fatherland of all the work- 
ers. 

Gromyko acts officially as if he 
devoutly believes every word of 
this. His attitude doesn’t make 
for fond and ea friendships in 
the Security Council or in Wash- 
ington.

One must credit almost all of 
the reformers with a sincere and 
burning desire for peace, Some- 
what frantically they step. for- 
ward with their plans to reform 
the U.N. so that, in their opinion, 
it can better keep the peace. 
Some, already impatient with the 
failures of the U.N., would scrap’ 


fully written paragraphs estab- 
lishing immediately a gsuper- 
world government. The majority, 
however, wish to retain the pres- 
ent organization while subjecting 
it to radical alterations. 

The United World Federalists, a 
group which contains some emi- 
nent American authorities on in- 
ternational affairs, wants to make 
the United Nations “capable of 
enacting, interpreting and enforc- 
ing world law.” Its members be- 
lieve that the establishment of 
world law is the anly means of 
halting the present race toward 
a catastrophic war and of build- 
ing a permanent peace. 

Ely Culbertson’s Plan. 
Then there is the Citizens Co 
mittee for United Nations R 
form, Inc., of which Ely Culbert- 
son, the contract bridge genius, is 
a guiding force. Culbertson is the 
author of the “Quota Force Plan” 
for United Nations reform, as in- 
genius a scheme as was ever put 
down on paper by anyone con- 
cerned about the U. N. 

Our own Congress has interest- 
ed itself in the revision of the 
United Nations charter. At least 
three resolutions for this purpose 
were introduced in the last ses- 
sion, the mpst surprising of them, 
in view of certain aspects of past 
and future history which I shall 
come to, calling for the restric- 
tion of the veto, 

The trouble with all our re- 
formers, it seems to me, is that 
they have failed to grasp the 
fundamental reason for the dis- 
mal failure of the United Na- 
tions in the first two years of its 
existence, 

The reason is not that the 
charter agreed on at San Fran- 
cisco is deficient, though, to be 
sure, it is far from ect, 

The reason, surely, is the 
World-wide conflict between the 
Soviet Union ahd the United 
States. That struggle between 
the two giant powers ig split- 
ting the world in two. As Trygve 
Lie, Secretary-General of the 
U. N., said in his lam report, it 
“underlies and affects all inter- 
national political, economic and 
social activities.” 

It has hamstrung the United 

Nations from the very begin- 
ning. What one wishes our re- 
formers could get to understand 
is that not even the most nearly 
perfect machinery, not even & 
flawless charter, will make the 
U.N. work effectively until 
some kind of a peace has been 
made between Russia and the 
United States. ' 
That is the real issue at Lake 
Success and it is to ba doubted 
whether the reformers, in ignor 
ing it and in putting their empha- 
sis on the defects of the charter, 
are doing as much a service to 
peace as they sincerely believe 
they are doing. 
Of course, most of us Americans 
put the blame for the absence of 
peace between the United States 
and Russia exclusively on the So- 
viet Union just as we blame the 
Russians for the failures of the 
U.N. and for most of the other 
evils besetting this world. 

U.S. Not Held Blameless. 
We may be right, we think we 
are; but an American traveling 
abroad these days or an American 
who follows the foreign press is 
often shocked to find that the rest 
of the world by no means holds us 
entirely pure and blameless. 
Dr. Robert McElroy, professor 
emeritus at Oxford and former 
head of the department of history 
and politics at Princeton, must 
have shocked many readers of the 
Culbertson organization’s bulletin 
when he wrote in it recently: 
“Russia believes that the 
American Government is trying 
to destroy her way: of life. But 
the United States believes that 
her only dangerous rival, Rus-

Possible Step Toward War. 


In the first place, they empha- 
size, there is no means provided 
by the Charter for us to throw 
Russia out. Even if by political 
Maneuvers we were able to force 
her and her satellites out, that 
would merely transform what was 
left, if anything, of the United 
Nations into an alliance against 
the Soviet Union, That probably 
would wreck any chance for peace 
and hasten the coming of war. 

The excessive Soviet use of the 
veto in the Security Council ob- 
viously has prevented that b 
the most important in the U.N, 
from getting anywhere at all in 
recent months, but the most ob 
jective American observers I 
know at Lake Success stress two 
points in this connection which 
have received little attention. 

The first is that although Rus- 
sian vetoes: have prevented the 
kind of settlement we want in the 
Balkans, the Council’s inaction 
in regard to other matters, such 
as Indonesia and the Egyptian 
demand that British troops clear 
out of Egypt, cannot be ascribed 
to vetoes, but rather to the desire 
of the western powers to consider 
their national interests. 

In other words, the veto is not 
the only reason, by any means, for 
the failure of the Security Council 
to act on a number of issues. 

U.S. May Need Veto Later. 

The second point is that while 
the United States does not need 
the veto at present, because it can 
usually command a majority of 
votes, the time may come in the 
not very distant future when we 
will be very glad to have the pow- 
er of veto. 

Ten years hence, or 20 or 50, 
it is conceivable that a large part 
of the world may be out of step 
with Uncle Sam. It may, for ex- 
ample, have gone Socialist, leaving 
us to hold the fort alone for pri 
vate enterprise and capitalism. 

In that case a veto might be 
our only protection for maintain- 
ing our way of life and indeed 
our complete national sovereignty: 

Senator Vandenberg must have 
had this in mind when in his 
speech in the Senate on June 28, 
1945, advocating ratification of the 
U.N. charter, he said in words 
which were all too soon forgotten 
in this country: 


“Let it never for an instant 
be forgotten that this veto grant- 
ed to the five great powers in- 
cludes a veto for our own Unit- 
ed, States. It is our protection 
against our involvement in any 
use of our forces against our 
will, It is our defense against 
what I venture to believe would © 
be bitterly condemned in many 
quarters as our ‘involuntary 
servitude’ if our vete power did 
not exist.” 

The Republican Senator from 
Michigan concluded: 

“It is the complete answer te 
any rational fears that we may 
be subordinating our destiny to 
alien commands, ... It guaran- 
tees our perpetuated 
ence of international dictation. 
- « « We sacrifice none of our 
essential American sovereignty 
and none of our essential Ameri- 
can rights. ... In a word, we 
have not created a super-state. 
We have not organized a ‘world: - 
government,’ We have not hauled. : 
down the Stars and Stripes from 
the dome of the Capitol. 
Amid all the present hypocrit- 

ical talk about the veto, Senator 
Vandenberg’s words, it seems to 
me, are worth femembering. They 
are as true for Amerita today as 
they were two years ago.

BATAVIA, Aug. 30 (AP). 
UBERTUS J. VAN MOOK, 
acting governor general of the 
Netherlands East Indies, advo- 

cated today that the Dutch “put 
an end to the authority” of the 
Indonesian republican government. 

Van Mook made his statement

He went to Oxford as a second 
lieutenant under tit National De- 
fense Act, and specialized in 
French and Spanish as the lan- 
guages best suited to a military 
career.

He was offered a position as 
commercial engineer with the 
New York Telephone Co, He ac- 
cepted because private employ- 
ment seemed to offer a more prof- 
itable future than the Army. He 
ascended to posts of commercial 
and directory production manage- 
ment. On 2, 1931, he was 
married to rtrude Lamol. t, 
daughter of Robert Lamont, who 
was Secretary of Commerce in the 
Hoover administration, They have 
a son, Charles McKinley Saltzman. 

In 1935 another job hunted him 
down, At a considerable increase 
of income, the New York Stock 
Exchange offered him a post as 
assistant to the executive presi- 
dent. He became secretary of the 
exchange and then vice president 
~—a position which he still holds 
under leave of absence, ' 

On resigning from the Army in 
1930, he joined the New York Na- 
tional Guard with the rank of first 
Heutenant, He was a Lieutenant 
Colonel when the Twenty-seventh 
Division (New York National 
Guard) was summoned to the col- 
ors in 1940, He was G-1 (person- 
nel) chief of the division, which 
trained at Fort McClellan, Ala., 
and which in consequence of Pearl 
Harbor was sent to Los Angeles 
to defend the Pacific Coast. 


Orders to War De ent, 

Saltzman was ordered to the 
War Department in January, 1942, 
and in the following May went 
overseas to England as chief of 
the control section on the staff of 
Maj. Gen. J. C. H. Lee, command- 
ing the services of supply. North 


Africa, Italy and Austria followed. 


Early in 1946 he resigned a sec- 
ond time from the Army and re- 
turned to his desk at the New 
York Stock Exchange.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30. 

O EVERYONE but himself it 
1 appears to have been an excit- 
' ing and colorful career which 
on Sept. 2 will lead to the induc-| 
tion of Charles Eskridge Saltzman 
as Assistant Secretary of State 
for Occupied Areas, or whatever 
name the office by that time may 
bear. As ages go in the depart- 
ment’s high command, he is a 
mere youth of 43. But into little 
more than two-score years he has 
crowded a double life as regular 
Army officer and business execu- 
tive. 

Born of American parents in 
the Philippine Islands, he attend- 
ed Cornell university, was grad- 
nated from West Point and took a 
Master of Arts degree at Oxford 
as a Rhodes scholar. After service 
of five years in the U. S. Army, 
he became commercial manager 
of the New York Telephone Co. 
and then rose to be vice presi- 
dent of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. He was one of its execu- 
tives during the Richard Whitney 
Scandal, but carried on under the 
reform administrations of Wil- 
Ham McC. Martin Jr. and Emil 
Schram. 

Saltzman was aboard the assault 
convoy in the North African inva- 
sion of November, 1942. He be- 
came deputy chief of staff under 
Gen. Mark W., Clark, first of the 
Fifth Army and next of the Fif- 
teenth Army Group. Having joined 
the Salerno beachhead landing, 
Saltzman took part throughout in 
the difficult and bloody Italian 
campaign. He accompanied Gen. 
Clark to Vienna and until Febru- 
ary, 1946, served as director of 
public administration and acting 
@irector of public economy in the 
American occupation zone in Aus- 
tria. 

Became Brigadier General. 

During his active military serv- 
ſee, Saltzman won the rank of 
brigadier general and accumulated 
medals of the United States Le- 

ion of Merit, the Order of the 
British Empire and the French 
Croix de Guerre. This period he 
dismisses with a shrug of the 
shoulders and 11 words: “The 
usual number of bombs and shells 
was thrown at us.” 

He is equally matter-of-fact 
about his term in Austria. He re- 
members it as a struggle with 
three unromantic problems-—pro- 
curement of food for the civilian 
population, .attempted procure- 
ment of coal and endless wres- 
tlings to obtain agreements among 
the four occupying powers. Men- 
tion of the Whitney case provoked 
one flash of interest in a-talk of 
half an hour. 
nad an office next door to 
that of the Business Conduct Com- 
mittee of the Stock Exchange,” he 
recounted with sudden animation. 
“One day the chairman came in 
and told me he wag ordering the 
suspension of.

If I had been 
asked which of them was likely 
to be suspended, I should have 
placed Richard Whitney & Co.

Saltzman supports his height of 
five feet ten inches and weight 
of 156 pounds with athletic, sol- 
dierly erectness and an air of 
youth strange in the department’s 
upper corridors. Hazel eyes smile 
easily but not too warmly, The 
swarthy features have something 
of the cold, harsh carving of a 
Sioux chieftain's profile. Indian- 
like also is his stoical, impassive 
temper. However, his manner is 
courteous and agreeable. 

Jurisdiction Over Relief, 

His present task, which he 
thinks the most fascinating ever 
to @ome his way, is likely to be 
expanded beyond the formidable 
proportions it has attained under 
the present incumbent, Brig. Gen. 
John H. Hilldring. Though the 
future line-up has not yet been 
settled, it is likely that upon Saltz- 
man’s desk will fall jurisdiction 
over American relief operations in 
Germany, Austria, Japan and 
Korea. 

The Assistant Secretary for Oe- 
cupied Areas is already respon- 
sible for formulating American 
policy with regard to refugees and 
displaced persons, and assists in 
determining American procedure 
in respect to occupation and gov- 
ernment in the German-Austrian 
and Japanese-Korean areas. He 
is charged with co-ordinating pub- 
lie administration, arms and arm- 
ament policies, disarmament_and 
security, standards of living and 
economic matters, valuation of 
currency, exchange rates, taxation 
and budgetary problems. He 
works in close connection with 
the War and Navy departments. 

‘The man who will take over the 
enlarged job was born in 1903 at 
Zamboanga, Island of Mindanao, 


P. I., where his father, Maj. Gen. 


Charles McKinley Saltzman, as 
aide to Gen. Leonard Wood, was 
helping to mop up the Moro re- 
bellion. The boy missed entering 
the Military Academy in 1920 by 
18 days. The term opened Sept, 
1, and cadets had to be 17 years 
old in order to matriculate. His 
seventeenth birthday was on Sept. 
19.. So he went to Cornell for a 
year’s course in elementary engi- 
neering. 

He entered the Military Acad- 
emy in 1921 and completed the 
course four years later.

Van Mook said the Dutch did 
not object to an international in- 
vestigation of the Indonesian sit- 
uation, but still felt it was an 
internal affair. 

The U.N. Security Council on 
Tuesday renewed its demand that 
both sides cease fire and offered 
its good offices for settlement of 
the dispute. 

A Netherlands army commuvu- 
nique, charging that Indonesian 
attacks on Dutch posts. and pa- 
trols were steadily increasing, as- 
serted the Republicans had taken 
no effective measures to end hos- 
tilities under the cease-fire. 

Indonesian resistance to Dutch 
“clearing actions” in the Soeka- 
boemi area of ‘western Java was 
reported. This is part of the ter- 
ritory over which the Dutch said 
yesterday they had assumed full 
responsibility. 


Dutch Casualties. 


Three Dutch were reported 
killed, 11 wounded and five miss- 
ing in clashes with the Republi- 
cans yesterday. The Dutch said 
they took 33 prisopers on Java and 
Sumatra. 


The communique said Indone- 
mans tried to fire the oi! pipeline 
and 3 station at the Talang 
Akar oil field, near Palembang, in 
southeastern Sumatra, but were 
driven off. 


Ten bridges were destroyed by 
Republican troops and- saboteurs, 
the announcement said. 

An Indonesian conimunique said 
two Dutch landing attempts on the 
northern coast of Sumatra had 
been repulsed. Coastal batteries 
turned back three Dutch landing 
craft near Bireun and a similar 
landing nearby also failed, the 
communique reported. 


U.S, AND EUROPEAN OFFICIALS 
CONFER ON MARSHALL PLAN 


PARIS, Aug. 30 (AP)—Sir Oli- 
ver Franks, chairman of the 16- 
nation conference drawing a pro- 
gram for application of the 
Marshall plan for European eco- 
nomic recovery, indicated in a 
statement tonight that complete 
agreement had been reached in 
discussions between high-ranking 
American diplomats and the con- 


ference executive committee. 


The discussions, in which United 
States Under Secretary of State 
William Clayton, Ambassador to 
Britain Lewis Douglas, Ambassa- 
dor to France Jefferson Caffery 
and State Department Repre- 
sentatives George F, Kennan and 
Charles Bonestal participated, 
lasted ee hours and 45 minutes. 

American sources said the pur- 
pose of the consultation—the first 
open move by the State Depart- 
ment to aid drafting of the pro- 
posal to be submitted to the 
United States for aid under the 
Marshall plan—was to learn at 
first hand the development of the 
conference’s work and to offer 
friendly help while leaving the 
initiative in European hands.

OW that the Air Forces have 

perity with the Army and 

Navy, the establishment of 
un Air Force academy to match 
West Point and Annapolis is sure 
to be broached, With due appre- 
ciation of both of the academies, 
their duplication by the Air 
Forces does not appear the best 
solution. 

How, then, will the Air Forces 
proceed to educate from the be- 
ginning a strong nucleus of pro- 
fessional military airmen who 
throughout their careers ‘will re- 
main dedicated to the national de- 
fense? 

The Air Forces will be steadily 
competing with the business and 
professional world for youth of 
brains and character. To com- 
pete successfully they must sell 
young men on the personal satis- 
faction which lies in tradition, in 
the honor of service, and in mo- 
rale; as against the chance to 
make a fortune in business, to 
gain distinction in society or to 
become famous in one of the pro- 
fessions. 

To accomplish this the military 
services must have the boy in his 
formative years. It is not a mere 
matter of training an aviator, but 
of training a young man in de- 


votlon and appreciation so that 


he will pasa his life at the work 
of a cause. This being true, it is 
self-evidently not possible to re- 
cruit the vertebra of an Air Force 
from. among matured men who 
are attracted only to flying as 
such, 5 
A Middle Ground. 


It appears to the writer that 
there is a feasible middle ground. 
It lies in the possibility of select- 
ing some 10 highly representative 
universities to be the scenes of 
the academic life of the Air Force 
cadet.

T always has been difficult 0 

understand why major league 

clubs don’t put the critical 
yardstick on rookies in Septem- 
ber instead of waiting until the 
following spring. In September 
the athletes are in condition. 
Their batting eyes have been 
tuned by a season of play. Leg 
and arm muscles are in condi- 
tion. In a couple of weeks a 
recruit can show how well he 
can hit, throw and run. And it 
would be against major league 
opposition. : 

Of course, a club in a pennant 
race can’t afford to try out 
youngsters and a club playing 
a contender would be criticized 
for using rookies. But the teams 
that need help the most have 
little at stake in the waning 
weeks of a pennant race. New 
players, too, might add a little 
fan interest. 

Instead, major league clubs 
instruct recruits to report next 
spring at training camp. Then 
all memberg of the squad are 
out of shape. You can’t tell 
much about a player’s hitting, 
because the pitchers aren't 
throwing their best stuff. Even 
after a long spring training pe- 
riod, the manager knows that 
the big test is still ahead for 
the rookies, especially as to

pitching skill and batting abil-. 
ity. All clubs are hopeful in

Pails scored only 
nine placements in the entire 
match, and it was mercifully over 
after only 52 minutes. 

Schroeder, to the surprise of the 
experts, made easier work of 
Bromwich than he did eight 
months ago, when the Aussie star 
carried him the limit of five sets. 
Except for the second set, Ted 
gave the impression all the way 
that he was playing within him- 
self and would win any point, or 


Ted‘s Service Shines. 

Ted's service was vastly superior 
to Bromwich’s soft delivery, and 
this made a vital difference in the 
games that might have been called 
crucial.

CHEST MANAGEMENT 
GOST UNDER AVERAGE 


Report to Board Members of 
100 Agencies—Audited 
Figures. 


The 5888 St. Louis Commun- 
ity Chest is administered for al- 
most 25 per cent less than the 
average for community chests 


throughout the country, a report 
distributed by the organization 
last week said. 

The raising, collecting and dis- 
tributing of Chest funds in St. 
Louis last year cost approximately 
$264,466, which was 6.1 per cent of 
the . $4,335,511 collectéd, it was 
said. The average eost nationally 
was 8 per cent, the report stated. 

The report, mailed last week to 
1800 board members of the Chest’s 
100 agencies, is the last of a series 
of four called “The Community 
Chest Story.” It contains the 
final, audited figures for last 


year’s campaign, in which 286,006 


pledges were obtained, 

In attempting to show the value 
of a united campaign for the 100 
different agencies; rather than by 
each agency separately, the report 
stated “the cost of individual 
campaigns for fund-raising alone, 
with no benefits of co-operative 
planning or operation is often as 
high as 15 to 25 per cent.” 

The report also describes the re- 
lationship of the Social Planning 
Council to the Community Chest, 
which supports it. The two are 
“partners in the organizing of the 
social welfare forces of the com- 
munity for co-operative success,” 
the report said. 

The council includes in its mem- 
bership the 100 Chest agencies, 22 
private, non-Chest agencies and 28 
city, state and federal services. 
These 144 agencies account for 85 
per cent of the total health and 
welfare expenditures in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, it wag said.

Banks are supplying most of 


000, or 30 per cent of the total, 
Individuals, mortgage companies 
and other lenders were second 
with $8,000,000,000 or 23 per cent 
of the total, and savings and loan 
associations third with $7,200,000,- 
000 or 21 per cent. 

Savings and loan associations 
have replaced life insurance com- 
panies as the largest single class 
of institutional investor. Mort- 
gage portfolios of life insurance 
companies totaled $7,059,000,000, or 
20 per cent of the total mortgage 
debt for 1946. Fraternal societies 
and associations held less than 1 
per cent, 

In the field of farm mortgages, 
the Federal Land Banks’ holdings 
declined approximately $102,000,- 
000 and those of the Federal Farm 
Mortgage Corporation about $92,- 
000,000 during 1946. The Farmers 
Home Administration reported 
mortgage holdings of slightly 
more than $6,000,000, due in part 
to its assimilation of the assets 
of the Farm Security Administra- 
tion, 

The compilation shows that the 
large volume of mortgage financ- 
ing done by private institutional 
lenders during 1946 not only made 
up- for the decline in the holdings 
of federal agencies but caused the 
mortgage debt to increase sub- 
stantially for the first time in 
several years, 

In addition to the increased debt 
and the decline of federal holdings, 
the annual MBA survey noted two 
other significant trends. First, 
private investors, particularly in- 
dividuals and mortgage companies, 
have shown renewed interest in 
the mortgage market. This ac- 
tivity during the past year indi- 
cates an acceptance of the present 
interest rate level, and a rejec-

Contracts Show 


26 Per Cent Drop 


A seasonal decline in construc- 
tion activity in the area comprised 
Missouri, southern IIIi- 
nois and Arkansas was reported 
yesterday by the F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration. 

Field reports of the corporation 


indicate a 26 per cent drop in con- 
tracts awarded last month as com- 
pared with June. However, the 
volume last month was 41 per cent 
higher than that shown for July 
of last year. 
The decline from June to July 
was least pronounced in non-resi- 
dential work, with a 6 per cent 
drop reported. A 28 per cent de- 
cline in residential contracts and 
a 82 per cent slackening in heavy 
engineering works were also re- 


Carl Momberg, district manager 
of the Dodge corporation, reported 
that last month's contracts totaled 
$43,532,000, against $58,704,000 in 
June and $30,981,000 in July of last 


year. 

The July awards brought the 
area total for the first seven 
months of this year to $213,448,000, 
representing an increase of 12 per 
cent over the total shown for the 
comparable period of last year. 
The seven-months’ total showed a 

of 27 per cent in non-residen- 
tial building, 9 per cent in residen- 
tial and a gain of 113 per cent in 
public works and utilities projects.

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Early Fall Is Best Time 
For Reviving the Lawn 


| ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
an attractive lawn 
is always difficult in St. Louis, 
but due to the drouth grass looks 
shabbier than usual this season. 
As soon as the ground is moist 
en to be in workable 
condition, it would be wise to re- 
damage. September ordi- 
is the most favorable 
month of the year for seeding 
and renovating the lawn. 
Ann a week after the drouth 
ig broken, blue grass should take 
a new lease on life. Even the most 
casual inspection reveals, lar 
bare spots and patches of weedy 
gtasses. If the lawn shows prom- 
ise of even a fair stand ‘of blue 
grass it can be patched without 
too much difficulty. 2 
Crab grass may be a serious 
problem for this pest keeps right 
on growing during -heat and 
drouth. Large patches may be 
sprayed with one of the new crab 
grass killers or with very stro 
doses of 2,4-D, as recommend 
by the manufacturer. It wouldn’t 
be wise to use these sprays on 
the entire lawn at this time, how- 
ever, for they might discourage 
the blue grass that is struggling 
to w again. 
uch of the crab grass can be 
removed if it is raked up and cut 
with the lawn mower. It may be 
nece to repeat this process 
two or three times, using the bas- 
ket on the mower to catch the 
grass and ripening seed. After 
the final cutting rake vigorously, 
pull out the grass and stir the top 
er o: the soil. 
„ however, will scatter 
much of the crab grass sted. A 
better method is to spade large 
patches of these weedy grasses 
into the soll, so that the roots and 
blades will furnish organic ma- 
terial. For best results, a two- 
inch layer of peat moss or other 
weed - free humus should be 
worked into the nd, and for 
each 100 square feet about three 
pounds of ground limestone and 
three or four pounds of complete 
fertilizer should be added: Mix 
these materials @horoughly into 
the soil and rake into a fine, 
smooth seed bed. : 
is best to dig and fertilize 
bare patches, too. Under 
whose roots may be very 
near the surface, it may be well 
to add an inch or two of good top 
soil. Mangy little bare spots in 
the grass should also be worked 
with a hoe or rake, and treated 
with compost and fertilizer. 
These patches should be watered 
thoro before planting. After 
the soil dried enough to be- 
come workable, sow the seed, 
using about half a pound for each 
100 square feet. To get eyen dis- 


tribution, divide the seed into two 
parts and broadcast half of it in 
one direction and rake the soil. 
Scatter the rest of the seed at 
right angles to the first planting 
and rake lightly again. Grass 
seed is easier to handle if it is 
mixed’ with an equal quantity of 
sand. 

Since the seeds must not dry 
out during germination, it helps 
to cover them with a thin layer 
of soil mixed with an equal quan- 
tity of peat moss or vermiculite, 
or with a light sprinkling of grass 
clippings. Water the plantings 
with a very fine spray, as needed, 
keeping the ground moist until

THIS PATHOLOGICAL THEORY is persuasive, but other 
evidence points to human agencies at work.

But the depth of their maleVolence could be 
measured by their products. Most of the grotesques they 
dreamed up would have seemed appropriate only in one of 
Salvador Dali's paintings.

Worse than that, it seems to indicate that women— 
the practical sex don't know what's good for them. Only 
by assuming a childish innocence, plus a complete paralysis 
of the will, can one explain some of the costumes that women 
have consented to wear from time to time.

Leo Ward Has Had Some Anxious Moments in His 10 Years as Ball Club's Traveling Secretary

CINCINNATI, Aug. 30. 


HE SKY was black over Bos- 

ton. Wind whipped in off the 

Atlantic. At Braves Field, 
where the city’s National League 
baseball club plays its home 
gamen, a pop fly went out to sec- 
ond base and immediately blew 
back into the third-base dugout. 
The plate umpire held up his 
hand. 


Game called, darkness,“ he 
shouted, but what he really meant 
was hurricane. And the St. Louis 
Cardinals were marooned. 

The Cardinals were due in Chi- 

for a game two days later, 
but before the big blow had spent 
its fury railroad tracks were up- 
ended, highways were washed out 
and ships were called back to 
port. Leo Ward, traveling secre- 
tary of the Redbirds, shook his 
head, There’d be no game in Chi- 
— unless—unless a plane would 

y. 

The minute the hurricane died 
Ward was on the telephone, call- 
ing the airport. Yes, there was a 
plane carrying mail that would 
take off for New York, and the 
Cardinals could be accommodated 


if they would fly. Enough of them 


would, a hurried check disclosed, 
but seated at a desk at 3623 Do- 
dier street in St. Louis was a man 
from whom permission would 
have to be obtained. Sorry, Mr. 
Ward, no long-distance calls get- 
ting through. Sorry, Western 
Union lines temporarily down, too. 

Ward gulped. He'd send a wire, 

anyway, and the club would take 
off. The Cardinals flew to New 
York, as Ward held his breath 
because of the responsibility he 
had assumed with someone else’s 
valuable—yes, and irreplaceable— 
property. At New York the team 
switched to a train and arrived 
in Chicago in time for the game. 
At the hotel there, something was 
waiting, a telegram from the man 
at 3623 Dodier street. The mes- 
sage, forwarded from Boston, 
made Ward weak at the knees. 
It read: 
Do not think it advisable to 
Try some other means of 
transportation. (Signed) S. Brea- 
don.“ 5 

That telegram arrived 10 years 
ago, the first year in which Ward 
was entrusted with the job of see- 
ing that the Cardinals kept faith 
with a National League schedule 
that foresaw neither hurricane 
nor flood, nor paralyzing railroad, 
cab or frucking strikes. But the 
40-year-old traveling secretary 
won't forget that moment as his 
most harrowing. 

The 15,000-mile traveling a big 
league ball player does each year 
is made as easy as possible. The 
only time he buys his own rail 
ticket is when he receives a check 
from the club in mid-February, 
to cover the cost of transportation 
to the spring training site. Other- 
wise, the athlete has no traveling 
worries. The club will see that 
his personal luggage and playing 
equipment are handled from hotel 
to train, from train to hotel. If 
he can write his name, in the 
case of a member of the Cardi- 
nals, he’ll eat royally, for he is 
permitted to sign for meals paid 
for by the management. Occas- 
ionally he'll have to hurry to 
catch a train, but that’s for his 
convenience, too. 

Ward, you see, tries to arrange 
for sleeper jumps as often as pos- 
sible, to avoid hot ahd long day 
travel. So if a night game is 
drawn out on getaway day at a 
National League stop, all hands 
may have to hustle a bit. 

On those long rides, generally 
necessary at the beginning or end 
of a trip, and usually 24-hour hops 
from St. Louis to New York or 
back, the Redbirds relax like the 
travel-hardened veterans they are. 
Four will play a sociable game of 
pinochle here, four more there. 
Two others will make it gin 
rummy. 

Several will read, anything from 
comic books to “How to Retire in 
Florida.” More will just sit, talk 
and smoke. All, consciously or 
otherwise, will listen to music pro- 
vided by portable radios carried 
by a half-dozen members of the 
club. 

Or, for diversion, amateur gna- 
gician Murry Dickson, with the 
patter of a professional, will dem- 
onstrate his legerdemain. But the 
practical joke is out, the day of 
the rough-neck in baseball is gone. 
In his 10 years as traveling sec- 
retary, Ward says he has been 
subjected to only two embarrass- 
‘ing experiences. On a train one

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time a player tripped, and acci- 
dentally broke a Pullman window. 
At a hotel someone several sea- 
sons ago dropped a bag of water, 
though the athlete’s aim was as 
poor as his taste. 

Ward boasts, too, that he never 
has lost a ball player en route, 
but he isn’t batting 1.000. Last 
year he lost a newspaper man. 


On a long haul to New York, a 
sports writer, miscalculating the 
time of a stopover at Syracuse, 
ignored a conductor’s advice that 
he wait until Utica, the next stop.

The Cardinals were due in Chi- 
cago for a game two days later, 
but before the big blow had spent 
its fury railroad tracks were up- 
ended, highways were washed out 
and ships were called back to 
port. Leo Ward, traveling secre- 
tary of the Redbirds, shook his 
head, There’d be no game in Chi-

I 
turned to see the whole family heading from the cover of the 
willows down to an inlet to drink. We've watched this covey 
ever since it hatched in the woods pasture close by and won- 
dered how many of them would survive, so close to the road.

@ THERE IS A GOOD DEAL OF CONFUSION in the minds 
of farmers and outdoorsmen about the hawks, which each year 
causes many thousands of the harmless and beneficial ones to 
be destroyed as predators. I think much of this might be 
cleared up by an understanding of the groups into which the 
American hawks fall. All of them belong to the order “rap- 
tores which includes also the vultures, eagles, kites and owls. 
For our purposes, we can divide the hawks into three famil-

These are the big, broad-winged, soaring 
hawks with which everyone is familiar and includes the red- 
tailed, red-shouldered, rough-legged, broad-winged and short- 
tailed hawks.

@ THE REAL PREDATORS OF THE FAMILY in our part 
of the country are the hawks known as “accipiters” or diving 
hawks. These are characterized in silhouette by short rounded 
wings, pitched slightly forward, and long, narrow tails. They 
include the goshawk, which is a rare winter visiter in our 
country, the Cooper’s hawk and the sharp-shin. Both of the 
latter, while common, are less frequently seen than the buteos. 
They are also considerably smaller, the Cooper's being the 
larger of the two. These hawks make a habit of lurking in 
thickets or along the edges of woodlands, perching in a tree 
until they see their prey. :

From such a vantage point, a single sharp-shin or 
Cooper's hawk may wipe out an entire flock of young 
poultry feeding out on range, while the owner of said 
poultry vows vengeance on some old red-wing, soaring 
high in the blue above the farm. 
. 
@ THE THIRD GROUP OF HAWKS, although its most de- 
structive members are comparatively rare in our latitude, are 
the falcons. These great hunters can be recognized by their 
sharp, pointed wings and long, narrow tails. They include 
the fierce gyrfalcon, the duck hawk which was one of the 
great hunting hawks of the middle ages, the pigeon hawk and 
the sparrow hawk. Most ornithologists would, I believe, like 
to see these called by their English names of gyrfalcon, pere- 
grine falcon, merlin and kestril, which would better identify 
them as bird hunters and predators. The small sparrow hawk, 
which is not much larger than a dove, is common along our 
roads and highways, and can be readily known by his habit 
of hovering in the air—literally standing still—with rapidily 
beating wings. He is a fierce little fellow, but since his prey 
consists almost entirely of mice, grass-hoppers and large in- 
sects, I expect he does a lot more good than harm,

Robert Ryan Risked His Career to 
Play Brutal Villain in Crossfire“

if over or under-played, could very 
well have virtually ruined his act- 
ing career, that he has suddenly 
emerged from comparative obscur- 
ity into one of the best bets in 
the way of male stars in a long 
time.

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The Cops Are Going Back to School 


By Dickson Wer 


NOTHER elass of 80 cops had 


completed the new in-service 
training course recently in- 
augurated in the police depart- 


ment and they were invited, as is 


now the custom, to write a letter 
telling what they think of the 


course and of the department gen- 


erally. This came as something 
of a shock to one grizzled veteran 
who started his letter as follows: 

“T been a member of this police 
department for more than 35 
years, ahd this is the first time 


anyone ever asked my opinion 


about anything.” 

But the opportunity afforded 
this officer to say what he thinks 
exemplifies the new spirit and 
policy behind the recent reorgani- 
zation of the police department, a 
reorganization based upon the 
theory, among other things, that 
the uniformed force is “the main 
body of the law” and perhaps it 
was about time the main body of 
the law was brought up to date 
on modern police methods. 

To bring this about, the in- 
service training school was 
started, and it has proved .edify- 
ing, not only to the men, but to 
much of the “brass” at headquar- 
ters. The latter have learned, for 
instance, that there were men on 
the beat who had no realization of 
what could be done to help them 
by other branches of the service, 
such as the research department; 
and that there were actually a 
few men who didn’t even know 
there was a research department. 

Until the time the in-service 
school was started in June of this 
year, Patrolmen received no train- 
ing except the few weeks proba- 
tionary course given every officer 
when he joins the department. 
Consequently there was many a 
man on the force who had gone 
as much as 25 years without being 
brought up to date on anything 
in the way of advanced police 
methods unless he had gone to the 
library and read up on things on 
his own hook and on his own 
time. 


* * * 


OME of them were pretty 

amazed, not only by what they 

learned, but by the depart- 
ment's new attitude toward the 
man on the street, and all of them, 
says Police Inspector Curtis Bros- 
tron, were grateful, 

“Some of them came to me with 
tears in their eyes,” he said, “to 
tell me what they think of the 
new set-up.” 

The move to reorganize and co- 
ordinate the police department 
was started back in 1942 when the 
Governmental Research Institute 
made a survey of the department 
and found so much wrong and 830 
many needed changes that it had 
to write a 133-page book to tell 
about it. Nothing much was done 
about it, however, until last year 
when H. Sam Priest, president of 
the board of police commissioners; 
and Police Chief Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell decided that the time had 
come, In addition to the Govern- 
mental R ch Ingtitute report, 
they had the FBI come in and 
make a second survey, and then 
they went to work, 

The first step was to change the 
structural organization. Under the 
old set-up, the chief of police had 
no less than 28 officials, including 
13 captains, reporting directly to 
him. According to efficiency ex- 
perts, this span of control is be- 
yond human capacity, whether 
former chiefs of police had real- 
ized it or not. 

Furthermore, closely related ac- 
tivities, instead of being grouped 
in the same department, were oft- 
en widely scattered through vari- 
ous departments. Under the re- 
organization, only eight men now 
report directly to Chief O’Connell. 
Under these eight men are 


grouped all the functions of the 


police department according to 
their relationship to one another. 


One of these eight men is Ma- 
jor Brostron, 42-year-old ex-pa- 
trolman who rose from the ranke 
and who, as police inspector, or- 
ganized and launched the in-serv- 
ice training school, one of the out-

standing achievements of, the re- 
organization. 


Brostron is sincere in his be- 
lief that the uniformed force is 
the main body of the law. He is 
also sincere in his belief that 
they have been too long neglected 
and too much taken for granted. 


There have been police schools 
before but they were operated on 
the theory they ‘were too good 
for the patrolman and only offi- 
cers of higher rank attended. 
This is the first one that has 
been designed to include all 
ranks. 


Having risen from the ranks, 
Brostron realized that the aver- 
age policeman was poorly 
equipped by the six-weeks pro- 
bationary course he received to 
cope with the problems of law 
enforcement which confront every 
officer. 


He also believes there is room 
for improvement in such things 
as public relations and feels the 
day will come when the cop will 
be known as man’s best friend— 
and vice versa — instead of his 
natural enemy. And while he 
doesn’t think the average St. 
Louis cop will become a cross 
between a college-bred FBI man 
and a London bobby, he win in 
time achieve a personal dignity 
and respect far beyond anything 
he has known before. 


Bronstron points to the fact 
that even now some universities 
are offering courses in prepara- 
tory work for law enforcement, 
and that more and more young 
men are entering it as a profes- 
sion rather than as just “a steady 
job.” 

Having graduated from the 
FBI Academy in 1944, Brostron 
naturally, after his training school 
had been okayed by the police 
board and the chief of police, 
modeled it after*the FBI school 
as nearly as possible. For his 
staff he selected 15 men from 
various. branches of. the depart- 
ment, all of whom were special- 
ists in some line of police work, 
“and six of whom had also at- 
tended the FBI Academy.

1 him set up a special course in 
teaching techniques, and even 
supplied the services of two men, 
Arnold Zopf and Chris Senes, to 
teach the new teachers how to 
teach. 

A large room across the hall 
from the police gymnasium serves 

as the school room. It has been 
i for sound and air-condi- 
tioned. The course of instruction 
lasts a week, and 80 men go 
through at a time. Already more 
than 800 men have. attended the 
school. In time every one of the 
1912 men in the department will 
have attended.

Brostron points out. Each man 
in the department will go to 
school for one week each year. 
He will get refresher courses on 
the fundamental subjects and be 
brought up to date on new de- 
velopments in police work. 


In addition to the courses 
taught by men from the depart- 
ment, five FBI men from this 
district teach as. many classes, 
as do two men from the offices 
of the prosecuting attorney and 
the circuit attorney. 


During the week, the men are 
instructed in such things as tech- 
nique of arrest and search, how 
to take statements and how to 
get confessions, scientific ap- 
proach to crime detection and the 
facilities of the research bureau, 
laws of evidence, telephone cour- 
tesy, courtroom demeanor, and in- 
vestigations of homicides.

N CONNECTION with the last 

subject, the men are given a lit- 

tle practical experience in solv- 
ing the horrible murder of Lily 
White.

The school's influence probably 
will be felt first and most forcibly 
by the public in the field of pub- 
lic relations. While the giving of 
a ticket may not be accompanied 
by an Alphonse and Gaston act 
between the cop and motorist, the 
officers are being taught that tick. 
et-giving, although it can never 
hope to become a positive pleas- 
ure, can be made comparatively 
painless. As an example, the men 
are being taught that “the ideal 
traffic arrest is one in which the 
officer avoids all unnecessary con- 
versation and comments as to the 
intelligence of the offender and 
confines himself strictly to the 
business at hand; he, avoids any 
semblance of anger or irritation; 
never raises his voice; remains 
calm under all provocation.”

dazed motorists have even gone to 

the trouble to write letters to 

headquarters, commending on the 

gentlemanly manner in which they 
were arrested. 


The new policy also outlaws 
several practices once popular 
with traffic officers, notable 
among which was the “silent treat- 
ment.” This consisted of forcing 
to the curb a motorist who had 
committed some minor irfraction. 
The two officers in the squad 
car would then slowly and silent- 
ly get out of their car, walk back 
to the car of the offending mo- 
torist, walk around it with omi- 
nous silence, look inside the car, 
look at the driver, look at the 
tires, look at everything, while the 
motorist sat and squirmed and 
turned red with embarrassment 
and frustration. It was a rather 
exquisite form of torture to which 
motorists will no longer be sub- 
jected. If a man has done some- 
thing wrong he will either be 
given a ticket or told about it and 
sent on his way.

nell in a message to all officers 
attending the school, “is not 80 
much what a person says as how 
he says it. Courtesy is most 
frequently expressed in the initial 
approach which the officer makes 
to the citizen. The expression on 
his face, the tone of his voice, 
the way in which he walks, all 
have a bearing on his attitude. 


“To approach with a scowl and 
a threatening gesture is to im- 
mediately antagonize. The re- 
sponse will be resentment and a 
desire to argue and fight it out. 
A friendly cheerful approach, not 
at all apologetic, is .usually far 
more disarming. Often the public 
resents the manner of having been 
given a ticket far a than the 
ticket itself. The officer must 
perform his duty in such a way 
that the offender can be given to 
understand that he has violated 
the law without heing made to 
feel that he is a criminal and a 
liar.” 


The in-service training school 
is, of course, just one of the 
activities which have been incor- 
porated in Major Brostron’s de- 
partment under the reeorganizing 
and expanding personnel records, 
Heretofore the records had been 
scattered through three different 
departments, which not only made 
them hard to find but sometimes 
impossible because it wasn’t un- 
common for a man’s record to be 
completely lost in the confusion. 


Through the use of a new punch 
card machine, Brostron now has 
a complete record on every man 
at his fingertips. The new system 
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tells everything there is to be 
known about a man on the force, 
even to what languages he can 
speak. The system is helpful not 
only the superiors, bat to the 
man himself. Such things as the 
ability to speak one or more lan- 
guages may be a factor in getting 
a man promoted, 


* * * 


HE new records, set up from 
T detailed questionnaires sent to 

every man, revealed that 10 
men in one district could speak 
one or more foreign languages and 
one man who could speak 10. It also 
brought to light 12 men who had 
improved their education in law 
enforcement by attending night 
schools and taking outside 
courses, 


“Under the old system,” Bros- 
tron pointed out, “it would have 
done them little good because no 
one in authority would ever have 
known it. Now we know which 
men have special knowledges . 
uable to the department and 
which men are trying to increase 
their knowledge.”

important to the men. 
cards had only a space for demer- 
its and complaints. The new 
cards have a space’ for recording 
merit marks and commendations. 
Where a man used to be judged 
solely by the marks against him, 
now he can be judged fairly by a 
balance of merits and demerits. 


Average turnover of men in the 


police department is about 70 @ 
year. Requirements are high for 
a job as policeman now, and the 
applicant has to meet them By 
the time he gets a job he has been 
subjected to severe scrutiny. After 
he has fiNed out a comparatively 
brief preliminary application, he 
is investigated thoroughly by a 
group of specially trained men. If 
they pass on him, then he is given 
a detailed mental examination and 
an intelligence test. If he passes 
these he is given a close physical] 
examination. 

Finally he goes before an inter- 
mediate board where he is given 
an oral examination and a good 
going over for appearance, Man- 
ner, mental attitude and speech. 
If he passes this he is in. This 
system weeds out the incompe- 
tents, the fakers and the type who 
want to be a policeman just be- 
cause they think it’s a “good 
steady job.” 

Being a policeman can be a good 
steady job, Brostron points out, 
but nowadays it also requires abil- 
ity, study and hard work. It is 
only by raising the standards of 
the individual that the standards 
of the entire force can be raised. 
And working through the individ- 
ual it is the aim if those den m 
the reorganization of the police 
department to make it one of the 
strongest and most efficient in the 
country.

Muny Opera Plans 


Three New Musicals

W ITH Municipal Opera singing the finale of the 1947 season 

son, and to answer some of the occasional complaints of the 
citizenry that arise to prove that, even though you have the biggest 
, and most successful outdoor light opera theater in the country, you 
atill can't please everyone. 

The opera would like to give the public all the suitable new 
Broadway hits it can get, and do all the brand new shows it can, 
Prospects are for three shows new to Forest Park next season, 
along with eight revivals, Of the big Broadway musicals of the 
last four years, “Song of Norway,” and “Up in Central Park,” are 
being definitely sought for 1948, and probably will be available. 

The opera management would like very much to get “Okla- 
homa!,” “Carousel,” and “Brigadoon.” “Oklahoma!” probably won't 
be released before 1950 for stock presentation. “Carousel” may be 
available by next season. “Brigadoon” won't be. “Finian’s Rain- 
bow” isn’t available yet, but it’s questionable to the Forest Park 
people whether it would be suitable because of its racial satire. 
“Street Scene,” is considered too serious, as having “too much 
story.” These are not considered suitable: “Bloomer Girl,“ if be- 
cause of the bordello scene alone; “Carmen Jones,” because it would 
take an all-Negro cast and chorus; “Lute Song,” because it's too 
much a play with mood music; Marinka,“ “Polonaise,” and “Sing 
Out, Sweet Land!” as not good enough.

NONE OF THE MUSICAL COMEDIES produced on Broadway 
since 1942 is looked on as adaptable to Forest Park audiences. 
“Mexican Hayride,” “Let’s Face It,” and “Are You With It?” were’ 
built around unobtainable comic stars and beautiful girls. St. Louis 
Woman,” would require an all-Negro cast. “On the Town,” was too 
sophisticated. “Billion Dollar Baby,” “By Jupiter,” and “Early to 
Bed,” are considered too salacious. A raft of old Rodgers and Hart 
and Gershwin hits never produced at the opera are thought either 
too slight, too tropicgl, or needjng too much rewriting. “A Con- 
necticut Yankee,” done at Muny Opera in 1936, is the only Rodgers- 
Hart work considered for a repeat. Gershwin’s “Lady Be Good,” 
was once under consideration, and may be done some time. 


R eae 

THE OPERA HAS NO DESIRE to redo Gilbert and Sullivan. 
Five works were given once each back in the 208, and “The 
Mikado” was produced four times between 1919 and 1937, but in all 
cases, except the 1920 “Mikado,” there was a falling off in attend- 
ance. The opera, according to the management, mugt currently 
operate at 95 per cent of the seating capacity to break even (its 
admission prices, exclusive of taxes, haven't risen since 1919, and 
costs of production have gone up 400 per cent in that time). So 
close to the margin does it operate, that one rainy night in the 
final week of “Show Boat,” it was said, would cast the 1947 season 
into the red. So the management feels it cannot give anvthing 
that would attract even 1000 or 2000 less persons than capacity a 
night. In addition, it's hard these days to find singing actors cap- 
able of doing Gilbert and Sullivan. 

; x * * 

THE OLD COMIC OPERAS present a problem. Almost all of 
them have to have some libretto rewriting to make them acceptable 
to present day audiences, and experts capable of doing a good job 
are hard to get for the price the opera can pay for a one week's 
production. That is one objection to mining the fertile field of 
Offenbach’s 90 operettas. Qne exception to this proved to be 
Strauss’s “Die Fledermaus.“ which had been shunned for 23 years 
after its initial production in Forest Park, but was one of the out- 
standing hits of the past season when it was given with only minor 
alterations in the libretto. It probably will be revived every four 
years or so. Smetana’s “The Bartered Brice, done in 1987 and 
1929, looks like the best bet for revival in the near future. 

* * 

“CARMEN,” SURPRISINGLY ENOUGH, has been seriously 
considered for some time as a possibility for production with spoken 
dialogue, as it has always been given at the Paris Opera Comique. 
Another opera, Gershwin’s “Porgy and Bess,” would probably be 
a natural if it did not require virtually an all-Negro cast, Two 
obvious bets among the romantic light operas, “The Student Prince,” 
and “Blossom Time,” are owned by the Shuberts who won't release 
them to Muny Opera any more.

Bombay duck, a kind of dried white fish is a popular Oriental 
condiment that has not been available since the war. 


By FRANCES DAWSON 


ANY Americans who have lived in the Orient or 

foreign ports frequently touched by ships from the 

East acquire a taste for curry, the highly seasoned 

dish of India and China. Mrs. John W. Quillian of 5501 

Cabanne avenue has lived in Marseille and makes a 
curry that has a highly-spiced authenticity. 

Curry may be made with fish, fowl or meat. The 
amount of curry powder depends on how hot one likes 
the dish. To serve eastern style a portion of curry is 
ladled over steamed rice. Served with the dish are 
numerous condiments. With chutney topping the list, 
these condiments form an important part of the curry 
ritual. Oriental hosts are known to serve as many as 
30 condiments. Most Americans limit themselves to 10, 
12, or less. 

Veal makes an excellent curry. Trim veal cutlets 
and cut into squares. Fry coarsely chopped onion in 
bacon drippings until yellow, add veal squares and 


brown. Next add water, cover pan well and simmer 
until meat is tender, about one hour. Then add raisins 
and cook until plump. Mix flour, salt and curry powder 
with enough water to make a thin paste, add to meat 
and raisins, and bring to a boil. Remove from fire, stir 
in beaten egg yolks and milk, heat until thick. Serve 
with steamed rice and condiments. 

INGREDIENTS: One and one-half pound veal cut- 
lets, two medium onions, one cup water, two good hand- 
fuls raisins, one tablespoon flour, one teaspoon salt, 
three to five teaspoons curry powder, one-fourth cup 
water, two beaten egg yolks, one-half cup sweet milk, 
one cup rice, boiled and steamed. This amount serves 
six. 

CONDIMENTS: Chopped hard-boiled egg whites 
and yolks, raisins, black onion rings, plain coconut, cur- 
ried coconut, chutney, chow-chow, India relish, slivered 
blanched almonds, Bombay duck (when available).

railroads last year cost the lines $91,078,846. For every $100 

collected for hauling merchandise, the railroads lost an average 
of $1.57 because of the slamming that cargoes take at today’s 
high speeds. Besides causing cargo losses, road shocks are hard 
on cars, wheel bearings and the track itself. 

A simple device to lessen this expensive pitching has ‘been 
under development for two years by the Scullin Steel Company of 
St. Louis. It is a set of small springs installed horizontally in the 
car truck. These springs are used in addition to conventional 
vertical springs. 

Jolts in switching account for only part of damage to freight 
car contents. More to be reckoned with are sidesway and a 
rhythmic bouncing—engineers call it harmonic oscillation—that 
sets in when cars reach certain speeds. The lateral springs are 
designed to cushion sidesway, also serve as snubbers to reduce 
bouncing. 

The new springs have been installed a in several 
types of freight cars in regular service. Recently the company 
tested them further in a series of runs with a train leased from the 
Frisco Railroad. One freight car was equipped with the new 
device, another had only conventional springs. Automatic shock 
recording machines registered considerably less jolting in the car
